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FOOD PRICES RISE FIFTEEN 
- PER CENT IN ONE YEAR, AND 
THIRTY PER CENT SINCE 1905 


Approach of Winter Causes 
Advance to Be Noticed by 
the Householder. 


MANY REASONS GIVEN 


Shortage of Crops Is One 
Reason Given; High Wages 
to Producer Another. 


Food prices to the consumer 
have increased by 10 to 15 per 
cent over the prices of a year 


ago. 

As compared with the prices 
of five years ago, the increase 
hag been an average of 30 per 


cent. 

Investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters has shown this steddy ad- 
vance in the most essential and un- 
avoidable part of the cost of living. 

These conditions will be brought 
home, in the next few weeks, par- 
ticularly to those thrifty persons who 
buy every fall a large stock of food 
staples to last through the winter 
They will find their bills larger at 
nearly every point than last year, and 
while they probably will not have to 
pay one-tenth more for everything, 
they will find this to be about the 
average of the total addition. 

Some of the increases are céused 
by short crops, some are attributed 
to higher wages required by food 
producers. All join to constitute a 
big problem for the householder. 

Smoked and Sait Meats Rise. 

‘The advance in the price of smoked 
and salt meats has been the greatest of 
the staple foods. This extends to ham, 
bacon and smoked meats so generally 
used by householders who put in a 
stock for the winter. The present 
price of salt pork is 17 cents a pound, 
A year ago the price was 12 cents. 
Five years ago it could be bought for 
10 cents a pound. Breakfast bacon 
which sold at 18 cents a pound a 
year ago is now 30 cents. Five years 
ago it sold for 16 cents a pound. 

Goog hams now sell at 21 cents a 
pound. A year ago the price was 14 
cents, and five years ago it could be 
purchased for 12 cents a pound. Cali- 
fornia hams, which sold in 1905 for 
7 cents a pound, now retails for 13 
cents a pound. A year ago it sold for 
% cents a pound. Cottage hams of 
the boneless variety now sell at 19 
cents a pound, whereas last year the 
price was 12% cents a pound. In 1905 
the price was 10 cents a pound. 

Sausage Also Advances. 

Sausag* has followed the advance in 

meat prices. The popular cervelat sau- 


sage which sold five years ago for 12) 


cents a pound is now 20 cents a pound. 
A year ago it sold for 15 cents a 
pound. Holsteiner sausage sells at 19 
cents a pound, while a year ago it was 
15 cents a pound. Bologna, the popular 
sausage of the masges, is now i2 cents 
a pound. It was 9 cents a peund a 
year ago, and 8 cents five years ago. 

These quotations show that’the great- 
est advance in meat and meat products 
has been withih the last year. Lard 
has followed the meat advance and re- 
tails now at 15 cents a. pound. Five 
years ago the price was 6 cents cheaper, 
and one year ago it sold for 11 cents a 
pound. 

Tomatoes Are High. 

Tomatoes are high this years on ac- 
count of a short crop. The present 
price is $1.60 a bushel. A year ago they 
soli for 6 cents a bushel, and five 
years ago the price was 35 cents a 
bushel. Onions are high, selling at $1.40 
a bushel. A year ago they could be 
bought for 65 cents a bushel, while five 
years ago the price was 60 cents. Po- 
tatoes are 90 cents a bushel this year, 
an advance in five years of 30 cents. 
Navy beans sell now at $3 a bushel, 
which is 6 cents a pound. A year ago 

the retafl price was $2.50 a bushel. Five 
years ago the market price was $1.76. 

These vegetable products fluctuate In 
price according to the crops, but it will 
be noticed that the price has gone 
steadily upward. 

The present price of eggs is 24 cents 
a dozen. This time a year ago they sold 
at 22 cents a dozen, and five years ago 
were 20 cents a dozen. Here there is 
a steady annual increase, notwithstand- 
ing the reliability and consistency of 
the average hen. Corn meal follows the 
fluctuations of corn quotations, but 
shows a steady advance. It now sells 
for % cents a peck. Five years ago it 
sold for 18 cents a peck. 

Flour Strikes the Average. 

Fiour took a sudden jump last year 
when wheat was soaring, but the price 
has declined this year and has struck 
the average of recent years. Flour is 
now $2.80 for a 9%8-pound sack. Last 
year it sold at $38 for the same sized 
sack. For the last five years, except 
1908, the price has ranged between $2.60 
and §2.80. 

Sugar fluctuates in price almost dally, 
but in such small fractions that the 
pubfic does not notice it unless the 
steady annual upward trend is observed. 
Seventeen and a half pounds of sugar 
are now sold for $1. Five years ago a 
large amount of light-brown sugar was 
used, and the standard brands were 
somewhat cheaper than at present. Salt 
holds its own in price pretty well, and 
shows about the least difference in price 
of any staple. 

Soars High. 


Butter 
; mutter &t present sells at 88 cents 
pound. A year ago it sold for 36 
} pound, and five years ago the 
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Table Contrasting Prices 
of Today and 5 Years Ago 
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prevailing price was 28 cents. The 
cheaper grades of coffee have ad- 
vanced in price,from 8 to 4 cents a 
pound in the last year. This em- 
braces coffee selling at 25 cents a 
pound and less, The better grades 
have remained steady during the last 
five years, Tea retails for from 4) 
to 50 cents a pound, and has not ad- 
vanced much in price in recent years. 

The price of the useful broom has 
made the greatest advance of the 
household necessities. A No. 6 light 
broom which sold at 15 cents five 
years ago now costs 85 cents. The 
medium sized brooms most generally 
used which sold up to a year ago for 
30 cents, now sell for 65 cents. 
Feather dusters of the 12-inch size 
which sold in 1905 for 15 cents now 
sell for 80 cents. A year ago they 
could be bought for 20 cents. 


Laundry Articles Advance. 


Laundry articles have advanced ma- 
terially in price in the last five 
yours. Clothes baskets that sold in

1905 for 95 cents are now sold at 
$1.25. Washboards that were 20 cents 
last year now sell at 25 cents; clothes 
lines of various grades have advanced 
about 20 per cent in price., Soap 
which now sells at 8 bars for 25 
cents retailed a year ago at 9 bars 
for 25 cents. Wooden and metal tubs 
have advanced about 20 per cent in 
price in five years. 

Canned goods have not increased 
much in price, although new brands 
and sizes of cans have resulted in a 
Slight shifting of prices upward. 

Soft coal is higher in price this 
year, due to the coal strike. The 
various grades of soft coal sell now 
for from 14 cents to 16 centgara bushel. 
A year ago it ranged in price from 
11 cents to 14 cents a buShel. Anthra- 
cite coal now sells at $8 a ton, which 
is about the average price for several 
years. Coal dealers say that the 
price of soft coal probably will de- 
cline as soon as the coal mines get 
to working regularly, following the 
settlement of the strike.

He described fires in those days a8 
impromptu tea parties with the society 
belles as hosts and the fire fighters as 
the guests. The blazing building and 
the lines of hose throwing -water on the 
flames furnished the stage setting for 
the gay occasions, he said. 

Makes and Loses Fortune. 

“Grandpa” Milligan has retired from 
active business and lives with his wife 
at 4329 Laclede avenue. He accumulat- 
ed and lost a fortune, but yet has suf- 
ficient funds to furnish comfort in 
his declining days. His one disappoint- 
ment was his failure to realize riches 
from his invention of a machine which 
later became incorporated in the lino- 
type machine for setting type. He sold 
the patent for a small sum. 

Milligan was a member of the com- 
mittee that met the Prince of Wales, 
who later became King Edward of En- 
gland, on his visit to St. Louis in the 
60s, and escorted him to the old Fair 
Grounds. He says there was compara- 
tively no glitter or pomp to the recep- 
tion then, but that the royal visitor 
was given a hearty welcome in keep- 
ing with the times. 

The Washington Volunteer Fire De-¥ 


partment of 100 membcrs was the oldest 
and most prominent fire brigade of the 


'40s in St. Louis. Of the three volun- 
teer companies here at that time, the 
Washington had in its membership most 
of the young society sweils of that 
day. It was organized in 1840, and held 
the limelight until it disbanded in 1849. 

The headquarters were at Fourth 
street and Washington avenue where 
the building occupied by the Norvell- 
Shapleigh Hardward Co. now stands. 
The structure known as the. “Big 
Barn” was the scene of many gay en- 
tertainments. The annual dance of the 
fire company was the society etent of 
the year, according to ‘“‘Grandpa’’ Mil- 
ligan. He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that a long table filled with delicacies 
was sent in the center of the hall. The 
pleasure seekers danced around the ta- 
ble and ate supper between dances. The 
dance program was not interrupted for 
the feast, but late in the evening the 
table was removed and the gayety kept 
on. 


Paradise of Hunters, 

Milligan remembers the time when the 
place now occupied by Union Station 
was regarded as a paradise for hunt- 
ers. The main streets at that time 
were Commercial street and the Le- 
vee. Steamboating on the Mississippi 
was then in its glory. What is now 
Eighteenth street was then practically 
a Wilderness and beyond that was only 
a haven for hunters. 

“Grandpa”’ Milligan came to St. Louis 
when he was a small boy, his parents 
moving here from New Orleans. Milli- 
gan made a fortune in manufacturing 
scales. He lost most of his wealth 
but again 
amassed enough Wealth to retire from 
business. 

The municipal offices, when he was a 
boy, were on the Levee between Mar- 
ket and Walnut streets, Between Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets and Second 
and Third streets was a stone wall with 
perforations for gun barrels, behind 
which the ploneerg had sheltered them- 
selves from the attacks of Indians, Ten 
years after Milligan came the wall was 
destroyed and the event was made a 
day of public celebration. 

He hes three daughters, four grand- 
children and three great-grandchildren, 
the youngest of whom is 12 years of 
age.

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THE CONSERVATION QUESTION. 

The dominant issue developed in the conserva- 
tion congress at St. Paul arises from a contro- 
versy as to whether the control of forests and 
waterways shall be vested in the states or in the 
nation. In a measure it is’ the old contest for 
state rights; but it has certain new aspects and 
the line of cleavage between the opposing forces 
by no means runs along the lines of former divi- 
sions On such questions. 

Roosevelt with his temperamental fondness for 
charging iniquity to everybody who opposes him 
on any question, defined the issue as one of the 
people against plutocracy, of right against wrong. 
He said: “If it had not been for corporate inter- 
ests, especially those that may be described as 
predatory, we would never have heard of this 
question of state rights.” Later on he added: “It 
‘is not really a question of state against nation; it 
is a question of special corporate interests against 
the peeple.”’ 

That statement may be taken as a fair example 
of how a partial truth may be so exaggerated as 
te virtually ameunt to a whole lie. The fact is 
that the issue is largely sectional. Mbst of the 
conservation sentiment in the Eastern States is 
favorable to national control. In the Western 
States the opposite sentiment prevails. The 
cause for this sectional difference is simple. In 
the Hast the great mass of the land is in the 
hands of thé people, and there fs a desire for 
national aid to conserve forests and improve 
waterways. In the West there are millions of 
acres of lands still in the hands of the National 
Government and the people wish to have them 
opened for settlement or turned over to the 
} States for loeal profit. 

There can be little question that In many ways 
the nation is better fitted than the separate 
states for dealing with issues of this kind. There 
are rivers that traverse several states and only 
the general government can adequately deal with 
the problems involved in the protection of their 
water sheds and the improvement of their 
streams. Still even those who most ardently ad- 
vocate national control should not close their 
eyes to the arguments on the other side. There 
may be many phases of a broad conservation pol- 
icy that can be best attended to by the states. 
President Taft gave the right advice on the sub- 
ject. Let us get rid of glittering generalities and 
deal with specifie remedies for specifie wrongs. 
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Among the things Mr. Roosevelt has not men- 
tioned is his acquiescence in the Steel Trust’s 
scheme to secure “ultimate monopoly.” 








A report from Paris announces that Mme. 
Curie in cellaboration with Prof. Lubiem, has 
succeeded in obtaining pure radium in a metallic 
form. This fact, expressed in a few words and 
likely to be overlooked in a mass ef the general 
news of the day, may preve to be the most im- 
portant event of the year. 

For a long time it has been disputed that any 
such substanee as radium exists. The argument 
has been that radio activity is an energy or a 
force like electricity; that it exists in various 
kinds of matter to a greater or less degree; that 
it is not the particular property of a special sub- 
stance. According to this theory the s0-called 
“radium emanations” are helium. As for the ele- 
ments or particles by, or through which radio- 
activity is transmitted, they were said to be so 
minute, so subtle, so infinitesimally small that an 
atom would contain millions of them; indeed, they 
were described’as being more metaphysical than 
physical 

With the separation of pure radium from radio 
active salts, all such speculations are ended. We 
have it-at last as a metallic substance. It is phys- 
ical. It has dimensions and weight. It can be 
measured and weighed and its specific gravity de- 
termined. This is an immense step toward the 
solution of what has been the most interesting 
problem of science since the first discovery of the 
X-ray. by Prof. Hertz. 

The properties of the newly segregate? metal 
are reported as most interesting. When first pro- 
duced ‘it is white, but rapidly oxidizes and turns 
black. Placed upon iron, ft sticks to it tenactous- 
ly. When brought into contact with paper it set 
the paper on fire. It decomposes water rapidly. 
Here, then, are demonstrations of the exercise of 
a high degree of mechanical, magnetic and chem- 
ical energies. Science has found a new marvel. It 

is now the task of inventive ingenuity to devise 
a means of making use of it in art and industry. 
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State conservation did not meet the approval 
of the conservation congress in St. Paul. One 
réason seems to be that the states are not so 
big as the corporations and syndicates. 
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BAILEY AND HOKE SMITH. 

From the Democratic State convention in 
Georgia comes an indorsement of Hoke Smith as 
a candidate for the presidency in 1912. As Texas 
has already presented Senator Bailey for that 
honor, the South has now two candidates. Neither 
of them is at all likely to get the nomination, but 
the very presentation of their names as presi- 
dential aspirants shows that the South is no 
longer content to be a mere follower of Northern 
Democracy. 

It is significant of the distracted condition of 
the Demoeratic party in the South as well as in 
the North that the Texas and the Georgia candi- 
dates stand on different platforms and represent 
opposing policies as regards, corporations and 
trusts. Hoke Smith got his start in life as a 
young attorney by taking cases against railroad 
corporations. He has continued the fight to this 
day. The career of Senator Bailey has been 
quite different. His objection to plutocracy was 
derived mainly from a dislike to the swallow-tail 
ecat. When that was overcome, he became as 
good a Standard “Oil statesman as any in the 
courtry. . 

That neither of the two is likely to have any 
large support in the national convention is not 
due to the fact that they are Southerners. The 
Democratic party has never been a sectional 
party. The weakness of the candidates lies in 
the lack of any broad nationalism of character and 
of outlook. In the Senate Bailey has been dis- 
tinctly unequal té his opportunities. On no great 
issue has he borne himself greatly, or made a 





}ereat speech. Hoke Smith’s career has been 
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question shows him to be in that respect an ex- 
treme bourbon reactionary. 

The South will undoubtedly some day furnish 
leaders of Democracy like Jefferson and Jackson. 
But the country is not willing to accept Smith or 
Bailey as substitutes for them. 
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In Alaska Attorney-General Wickersham “dis- 
covered an empire,” making it necessary hence- 
forth to refer to him as Emperor Morganheim. 
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GRAFT BY GOVERNMENT. 

When several thousand workingmen in Mil- 
waukee have earned their own homes, through 
building associations or otherwise, the Socialistic 
city government of Milwaukee supports itself by 
compulsory taxes which it forces home owners 
to pay, or else to leave their homes for sale at 
auction. 

Using this compulsory power of taking the 
earnings ef tke industrious, the Milwaukee city 
government does not redeem itself from “graft” 
when it proposes to build homes for “working- 
men” at the expense of other-workingmen and 
other home owners. Unequal taxation, organ- 
ized om the grafting principle of taking savings 
from earners for the benefit of those who do not 
earn savings is the curse of life in the United 
States. In St. Louis it has supported organized 
municipal rings for two generations, during which 
home owners have been preyed upon, no more 
than in other American cities, perhaps, but quite 
enough to make men who earn their livings dread 
the tax graft as the worst danger they have to 
meet in the attempt to establish their families 
in. small homes of their own. Any sort of govern- 
ment which increases this tax graft on the say- 
ings of earners for the benefit of those who have 
earned no savings, is fraudulent in its methods 
as it is in its motives. Its logical result is to ex- 
tend the organisation of municipal grafting in 
all its forms so far that reaction follows ag in 
San Francisco. 

It is a simple proposition of common honesty 
that any government which uses force to take 
from the savings of the earner that it may dis- 
tribute to those who earn no savings, is stealing, 
as it steals when it combines with plutocrats to 
prey through taxes on all who must earn the 
taxes they are forced to pay. 
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Despite Attorney-General Wickersham’s belief 
that Alaskan coal fields should be developed, it 
may be found advisable to develop them. 
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A TARIFF BENEFICENCE. 

In considering the tariff we are prone to give 
too much heed to its iniquities and too little to 
its beneficences. If we were under the ancient 
obligation to render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's, what a time we would have! Sup- 
pose we had to pick out from what we have 
that which is Morgan’s and render it unto him, 
and that which is Rockefeller’s and render it 
unto him, and that which is Ryan’s and Guggen- 
heim’s with the rendering that would follow, We 
couldn’t do it. 

Happily, the tariff relieves us of some cumber- 
some details. It takes for the Government what 
the Caesars allow the Government and apportions 
among them as much ag is theirs. It gives to 
them according to their powers, and there is 
peace and content where otherwise there would 
be strife and bloodshed. We would all be fighting 
under the several banners of the mighty that they 
might get their dues. It is from this the tariff 
saves us. It is our protection. If we had no 
tafiff the multiplication of overlords would be 
very annoyibg.

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KILLING THE UMPIRE.

According to bleacher law, there are three par- 
ticularly justifiable motives for doing away with 
umpires.

Play “statues: A show- 
man is chosen, and there must be also a door- 
keeper; if one or two of the players know the 
fame, the showman keeps them with him, while 
the rest are sent out of the room.

READER.—Grape wine: Choose sunny weather. 

Be sure your grapes are thoroughly ri before 
gathering, else the body and bouquet of the vine 
will suffer. After picking, spread’‘them out in a 
cool, dry place for several hours. Assort, remov- 
ing all decayed or green fruit. Mash with a 
beater or put through a regular grape press, 
Strain into a wine cask and set in a cellar of even 
temperature, where there is plenty of air. Fer- 
mentation will commence very soon and keep u 
several weeks. As it works off, keep the cask 
filled by adding. grape juice kept in a jug for this 
purpose, After the wine settles it may be drawn 
off into another cask or large jugs may be used, 
A second fermentatton will take place in the 
epring. When this ceases, bottle and cork. Lay . 
the bottles on their sides in a cool cellar. If the 
wine does not become clear a little charcoal may 
be added. This makes a very strong, rich wine 
and will take about 150 pounds of grapes. A 
simpler wine: To every gallon of grapes, wild or — 
cultivated, allow a gallon of boiled rainwater. 
The grapes should be very ripe and sound. t 
ir a tub or jar and let stand for a week without 
stirring. Then draw off the liquor carefully and 
to each gallon allow three pounds of white sugar. 
Place the cask containing the wine in a warm 
lace. When fermentation ceases close the bune. 
n the course of six months it will be ready.to 
hottle. This will require probably about 20 or 26 
pounds of grapes, dependent upon their juiciness.

D. D.—The books of the Apocrypha were writ- 
ten during the two,centuries preceding the birth 
of Christ, not in Hebrew, but in Greek, and were 
never included in the Jewish Bible.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


Famous Chanteuse Tells of Days 
When She Looked on Poverty as 
Seamstress, of Her First Employ- 
ment and Eventual Success. 


JEERED AND SCORNED ON 
FIRST STAGE APPEARANCE

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Yvette Guilbert’s autobio- 
graphy, just pubiished, has attracted immediate 
attention as a vividly realistic record of a re- 


markable career. It opens with a_ prayerful 
rhapsody of thanksgiving for having been en- 
dowed with love of work, courage and love of 
art, which have been all her happiness in life. 

From her earliest years she had to work, first 
assisting her mother as a seamstress in abject 
poverty, with her childhood darkened by the 
brutality of a gambling father. She tells how 
she and her mother hawked their work around the 
peorest shops of Paris. 

“Our clothes were hardly dry; they exhaled that 
peculiar odor. the accompaniment of poverty, a 
bitter odor like the breath of a person half 
starved,” she writes. 

EARNED 50 CENTS A DAY. 

Together, by 16 hours of toil, they made half a 
dollar a day. Later she took a situation in a shop, 
a life “which engenders a natural mistrust of 
humanity—a shield when danger threatened. I 
made up my mind to laugh in the face of any 
gallant who might come a-w@ing me.” 

She was rescued from this life of bitter toil 
by the manager of the hippodrome, who saw her 
in the street and believed in her great possibilities 
as a circus rider. But, disliking this career, she 
made her debut first as an actress, making a 
eilure that would have crushed an ordinary 
girl. 

“In Paris a woman’s career is a very slow 
achievement. Courage is a virtue, though in the 
theater one virtue is not half so useful as two 
good vices.” 

The simplicity of her make-up scéenteatine her 
long, thin arms and flat figure told against her. 

INDIVIDUALITY KEYNOTE OF SUCCESS, 

“But I determined to cultivate an individuality 
of appearance,” she writes. “The vulgar get-up 
of the average chanteuse, her lavish display of 
jewelry, was very distasteful to me, and I de- 
cided to appear on the stage in ordinary, every- 
day clothes. For economy's sake I adopted black 
gloves and wore a light dress in one piece. The 
effect I aimed at was that of a poster drawn in 
sharp, clear lines, primeval in {ts simplicity. My 
entry was the signal for catcalls. ‘Oh, La, La,’ 
somebody called out, ‘Isn’t she thin; she’s left her 
figure in her trunk.” 

She failed in Lyons, where she made her debut, 
and Paris proved equally unresponsive, until she 
hit up on a song giving Parisian life through 
the eyes of a student frequenter of the Chat Noir. 
This was the beginning of her prosperity. But 
he had her first great success at Brussels. When 
Din was leaving Lyons after her failure she said 
to her manager: “You have engaged me at $240 
a month and found it a bad bargain, When I 
return you will pay me $240 a night and you will 
make money.” She reappeared in Lyons and was 
paid $300 a night within three years. 


MACHINE GUN WANTED 
‘ON AEROPLANE SUCCESS

LONDON, Sept. 10.—Two tmportant develop- 
ments in aeroplaning have been tried out this 
week by the British military authorities. 

From a reliable source the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent has learned some details of the new 
machine that has been experimented with. It 
may be described as combining the best qualities 
of a monoplane and a biplane, and is the inven- 
tion of the successful young aviator, Euler, the 
winner of Germany's first cross-country flight. 

Euler’s new machine has the upper plane twice 
the size of the lower one and the center of grav- 
ity 1s well below the lower plane. The apparatus 
is, therefore, less liable to capsize. The upper 
planes have a special device enabling them to be 
folded down like a bird’s wing. Two persons are 
earried. They sit in a kind of gondola and are 
not exposed to the wind and weather. 

But its important feature, from the standpoint 
rf the military authorities, is that it carries, in 
front of the steersman, a machine gun. This has 
a special device for sighting. It also has a novel 
arrangement for operating a photographic camera. 

In {ts trials the machine is said to have acted 
finely. It needs only a few feet of run to get 
into the air. In flight it proved to be very stable 
and the gun and camera were egsily worked. 
Suler has so constructed this apparatus that it 
ean readily be folded up and transported on the 
chassis of an automobile. 

Tt is admitted that it was the experiments made 
for the New York World by Glenn H. Curtiss in 
throwing bombs from an aeroplane which prompt- 
ed the war office here to do something along 
similar lines.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—It is reported here that 
immediately after King George had ascended the 


throne, Hall Caine, novelist and playwright, vol- 
unteered to stage manage him, and he is evi- 
dently somewhat displeased that his services were 
not accepted. Within a couple of days of the 
death of King Edward a terrible mine accident 
happened at Whitehaven. Speaking about this, 
Mr. Caine says: 

“T took the liberty of going to call upon Queen 
Alexandra, even in her hour of affliction. I said 
to her: 

“‘'King Edward is dead. George, as a devoted 
son, can do something for his people. Therefore, 
please ask him to go up to Whitehaven at once. 
Though he will have to leave his father unburied, 
he will comfort by his presence the poor wives 
and the poor children of the men who are buried 
in the burning pit.’ 

“It would not become me,” said the playwright, 
“to give any detailed account of what was done in 
response to that suggestion, but, if it had been 
humanely possible King George would have gone.” 

King George did not go to the scene of the dis- 
aster, and it is generally conceded he would have 
done himself little good by so artificial a dem-

SKELETONS OF ENGLISH 
KINGS FOUND IN FRANCE 


Special Correspondence From the Paris Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Aug. 31.—A discovery of the greatest 
interest to Englishmen has been made in the old 
Abbey of Fontevrault. 

The skeletons of King Henry II of England, 
his wife Eleanor, his daughter Joan (who married 
King, William of Sicily), and King Richard Coeur 
de Lion have been found in the crypt. There can 
be no doubt whatever of their genuineness. 

Although the Plantagenet Kings were known 
to have been buried in the abbey, and although 
the tombstones of Richard Coeur de Lion, Queen 
Eleanor and Henry II, with their full-length 
effigies, are on view there, the graves themselves 
were never found, and it was believed that they 
had been desecrated in the revoltuion of 1789 and 
the royal*remains scattered. 

The old abbey became a prison in 1804. It has 
since fallen largely into ruins, and M. Magne, of 
the Fine Arts Department, was recently instructed 
by the Minister for Fine Arts to restore it as 
far as possible to its original condition. 

During his work in the ruins of the crypt M. 
Magne had a wall pulled down, and found behind 
it an arch with a gold cross and a coat of arms, 
with several gold leopards inscribed on it. On 
the walls were the names “Richard, Alienor” 
(Eleanor), and “Henri.” 

M. Magne gave orders to dig, and the four 
Kraves were found. The skeletons lay from east 
to west. 

As soon as the restoration is completed the 
skeletons of the Plantagenets will be placed 
under the béavtifully carved tombstones in the 
abbey. 
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BODY OF FRENCH 
QUEEN IS STOLEN

Studied Chicago Courts. 


Within the last two years I have 
been connected as attorney with 
several cases before a municipal 
court for adjudication, and I made 
an investigation of the municipal 
courts of Chicago when in that 
city ten days ago, knowing that if 
elected to the Legislature I would 
have to give the matter consider- 
ation, and desiring to have infor- 
mation collected by myself and not 
to rely solely upon the arguments 
of others who might be for or 
against the bill. 

The justices of the peace in 
Chicago, before that office was 
abolished, abused their power in a 
manner not in vogue in St. Louis, 
even though some St. Louis justices 
of the peace courts are bad. A 
reform was absolutely necessary and 
this reform crystalized itself into 
the municipal courts. 

The municipal courts, referring 
hereafter to the Chicago courts, 
have many good and many bad 
features. The technical practice in 
these courts makes it necessary that 
an attorney only can handle cases. 
This works a hardship on many poor 
persons, who, in St. Louis, tell their 
troubles relating to the case to the 
neighborhood justice of the peace 
and the matter is usually attended 
to. The municipal courts have great- 
er jurisdiction in their cases of the 
first class (civil) than our Circuit 
Court, and it takes longer for a case 
in the fourth class to be adjudicated 
than it does in our justice of the 
peace courts. 

But for a litigant to play for time 
through a change of venue in the 
municipal courts is a failure, for the 
case will be assigned to another jus- 
tice and be ready for trial in about 
an hour, or less. -The justices of the 
municipal courts have power to make 
rules of ‘practice for the court, and 
through this power have eliminated 
much of the technicality of the 
common law pleading used in Iili- 
nois. : 

The Municipal Courts declares a 
dividend and the method of getting © 
about this, at least for a court of 
justice, does not appeal to me as 
being cotmmendable. The law re- 
quizes that if one party to a case 
desires a jury he must deposit $6 
with his request for same, but he 
has the privilege of withdrawing his 
request before the case comes to 
trial, and if the otber party should 
also wish a jury and does not care 
to rely on the other, who might 
withdraw his request, he too must 
pay $6, making a total of $12 for one 
jury. A certain lawyer eomplained 
of this to Chief Justice Olsen, who 
informed the lawyer that to return 
the money of one of the parties was 
not the spirit of the municipal 
courts bill. 

Their method of handling juries is 
excellent and economical, for all the 
men called for jury service are placed 
in a “callroom”’ and if a judge de- 
sires a jury a panel is sent him and 
all the men not taken are sent back 
to the ‘‘callroom.'’. Also, when a jury 
has rendered its verdict it is again 
sent to this room. By this method 
the men do not spend possibly sev- 
eral days doing nothing in one court- 
room waiting to be placed on a jury, 
but the men ‘are busy the whole tinie 
in the different courtrooms in which 
they may be needed. ‘This system 
should be in vogue in our courts of 
record. ' 

Their criminal branches and the 
criminal statistics I believe are ex- 
cellent. The tabulated records of the 
work each year in the civi] branches 
are also good. 

If I am elected and a bill is intro- 
duced which I would feel will be an 
improvement large enough, I see no 
reason why I should vote against It.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10.—Seven 
Democrats and six Republicans have 
formally announced themselves as can- 
didates for United States senator from 
Missouri by filing their declarations 
with the Secretary of State. Wednes- 
day was the last day for filing. At 
the general election in November each 
party, while voting for its election 
ticket, will vote a choice for United 


States senator, and this choice is ex- 
pected to bind the Legislature, whicn 
will really elect a senator to succeed 
Maj. William Warner, whose term w'li 
expire March 4, 1911. 

Here is the order in which the names 
of the Democratic senatorial candi- 
dates will appear on the official ballot 
of that party: 

Sterling F. Bond, St. Louis. 

John F. Breckinridge, St. Joseph. 

William B. Cumberland, St. Louis. 

David R. Francis, St. Louis. 

James A. Reed, Kansas City. 

Robert Shelby Rutiedge, New Madrti. 

J. D. Shewalder, Independence. 

The six Republicans in the senatoriel 
race are: 

Senator A. E. L. Gardner, St. Louis 
County. 

‘Nathan Frank, St. Louis. 

Jacob Frederick Schmitter, Versailles. 

John C. McKinley, Unionville.

Bond Heads the List. 

Sterling P. Bond of St. Louis. will 
have the advantage of having his name 
head the list af senatorial candidates on 
the official ballot. Where voters do not 
know any of the candidates and have 
no particular choice, the man whose 
name heads the list has a tremendous 
advantage. 

Francis’ and Reed’s names are to- 
gether. Bond, Breckinridge, Rutledge 
and Shewalfer filed statements with 
their declarations setting out their views 
at considerable length. 

Francis, Reed and Cumberland con- 
tented themselves with a short declara- 
toin and are waiting to see what the 
Democratic State platform is before an- 
nouncing their platform. 

Bond’s platform is 10,000 words in 
length and is divided into 47 sections, 
each section being a plank. There are 
47 things which he advocates for the 
good of the country, ranging all the way 
from a universal transfer on street car 
lines to the latest and most approved 
methods of regulating the trusts. Mr. 
Bond did not spare words, in order that 
the Democratic voters. may know just 
how he stands upon the political issues 
of the day. Bond is not heard of much 
out In the State, but he is quietly cam- 
paigning and now and then a leader is 
found to be for him. He is expected to 
surprise both Reed and Francis in the 
number of votes he gets. 

Blacksmith’, Platform. 

Breckinridge aiso has a platform em- 
bodying many planks and his is copy- 
righted so that none of the other Dem- 
ocratic candidates can get away with 
any of it. Among the things which 
sreckinridge wants is a universal eight- 
hour day. Breckinridge describes him- 
self as the ‘‘Progressive Blacksmith 
Candidate for United States Senator.”’ 
He favors an amendment to the United 
States Constitution to remove whatever 
elements of monarchy it may contain. 
Robert Shelby Rutledge would make 
the United States thoroughly a white 
man’s country. He says the whites 
should assume the burden of govern- 
ment. He also favors a strong navy 
and plenty of revenue to maintain the 
Government. Rutledge has challenged 
Francis and Reed and the other sena- 
torial candidates to joint discussions 
to be held at six principal points in 
the State. So confident is he that he 
is willing to speak first at each place 
and give his opponents all the time 
they may require, not exceeding two 
days, in which to answer him. Rutledge 
is a native of Burwick, Mo., and was 
born and reared on a farm. He was 
graduated in law at the University of 
Missouri. He was a candidate for a 
time for Attorney-General two years 
ago. 

Against the Direct Vote. 

J. D. Shewalter of Independence, in 
a statement filed with his declaration, 
takes strong grounds. against the elec- 
tion of United States senators by the 
direct vote of the people, a change 
which leaders in both parties are advo- 
cating just now. Shewalter asserts that 
the United States Senate in recent years 
has been more amenable to the will of 
the people than the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Shewalter is making his 
campaign on horseback, the old-fashion- 
ed way of campaigning for office.. He 
made a seconding speech when Bryan 
was nominated at Chicago the first 
time. 

Judge Peter Hufnagel filed no decla- 
ration of principles when he filed his 
candidacy. He lives in South St. Louis 
and is unknown to political fame. So 
far Hufnagel has not opened his cam- 
paign in the State. ene 
John C. McKinley was formerly lieu- 
tenant-governor of Missourl. He was 
the party nominee for the United States 
Senate two years ago, defeating R. C. 
Kerens, now ambassador to Austria. He 
is a lawyer and has spent most of his 
life at Unionville. He will run as a 
standpatter, and is considered a strong 
candidate. ; 

Publisher Enters Lists. 
Nathan Frank is a former member of 
Congress, a lawyer, and was formerly 
a St. Louts newspaper publisher.

EDISON'S MOLDED 





HOUSES ARE TO BE 
SEEN IN ST. LOU 


Will Be Exhibited at the Real 
Estate Show at the Colli- 
seum, Oct. 24. 





For the first time at any trade 
show, the Edison poured cement 
house *will be exhibited to the public 
at the coming Real Estate and Build- 


ing Show, at the Coliseum, Oct. 24-31. 
Edison has given his consent. While 
Edison's plan for pouring houses has 
been widely advertised and discussed 
by architects, contractorg and build- 
ers, this is the first time that it will 
have been demonstrated outside the 
laboratory. 

The plan upon which Edison has 
been working is, briefly, the com- 
pletion of a set of steel molds which 
can be used time after time in pour- 
ing houses. It is said he has pro- 
duced a mixture of a consistency al- 
most like water which holds the ag- 
gregate in suspension, allows the 
mixture to flow freely to all parts of 
the molds and obtain a uniform dis- 
tribution of the concrete throughout. 
The molds are capable of variations 
of arrangement, making possible dif- 
ferent styles of houses from the same 
set of molds. With a half dozen molds, 
therefore, a wide diversity of styles 
will be possible. 

Edison and his engimeers cdaim 
that such a house can be built for 
$1200. It is intended for one family, 
is to be built on lots about 40x60 
feet, and has a floor plan of 25x30 
feet. There is an 8-foot porch in 
front and a small rear porch. The 
house is not to be plain panels, but 
will have considerable exterior orna- 
mentation. ; 

A complete set of molds are to cost 
approximately $25,000. That this idea 
of pouring cement houses is destined 
to play an important part in the in- 
dustrial world is already evidenced 
by the action of the American Sheet 
and Tin Plate Co., in building 200 
workingmen’s houses of concrete at 
Gary, Ind., using a set of steel molds 
which are of their own design and 
construction. The plan is strikingly 
Similar to the Edison idea of pouring 
houses.

That Broadway was not an acci- 
dent, but that as the original cow- 
path of the city and as one of the 
longest streets in the world, is des- 
tined to retain its prestige as a center 
of trade is indicated by the quick re- 
vival of the street. The opening of the 
Municipal Free Bridge, of which Broad- 
way will form the principal artery, ac- 
cording to realty men, will complete 
the rejuvenation of the thoroughfare.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—We are just 
now watching your situation closely 
and with unusual interest.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9. 
HE first impression of the unprejudiced visitor 
HY from St. Louis to New York is the smallness 
of the areas from.which so many and such 
huge tales have emanated. Manhattan Island, packed 
as it is,.is tiny in comparison to the magnficent dis- 
tances—out West—to be horribly abrupt. Perpen- 
dicularly New York is spacious, I admit, but hort- 
gontaliy, modest, retiring St. Louis is bigger, far. 

I have conscientiously tried to take in the widely 
advertised sights of New York. And instead of be- 
coming lost and bewildered, and run over in the 
rushing, tearing, crushing, speeding city throngs of 
people and traffic, the greatest difficulty I have 
experienced has been extricating myself from the 
throngs of folks from home. 

At the hotels, the Waldorf, the Knickerbocker, the 
Astor, the Plaza, the Savoy, what did I encounter? 
Only mobs of glad, free Westerners knocking over 
the tall vases to fall on each others necks and ex- 
claim: “Why, Uncle John,” “Why, Aunt Jennie,” 
‘Why, Mrs. Boone, who'd a-thought of meeting you 
so far from home!” 

At those sea-side automobile resorts—only more 
Westerners. You recognize them by the way they 
select only the fishiest concoctions from the menu, 
making the most of unaccustomed delicacies; by the 
way they extend the glad hand of recognition, call- 
ing each other by their first names; or by the way 
they are being introduced as ‘‘the leading meréhant 
of Ottumwa, Iowa,” or “the head buyer for Rosen-

In the shops likewise I have seemed to encounter 
only folks from home.

At the last moment it is a 
rare one of the feminine gender who can resist 
glorying in her pride as a resident of this metropolis 
by asking simply: “‘Now, shall I send this to your 
hotel?” 

“How did you know I am stopping at a hotel”’ 
I demanded of a milliner after I had practiced my 
New York accent, as I thought, successfully, and she 
had ‘so stingingly made me feel the rank outsider. 

“Oh, none of my customers are in town at this 
season of the year,’”’ she replied. 

So there you have th crux of the whole situation. 
This is the season to come to New York and see a 
fitting representation of St. Louis and other cities, 
it seems, but not to see New York. And the biggest 
show in New York today are those who come to 
New York to see the sights themselves. 

Yes, my brother and sister Missourians, I blush for 
you. You, the wary ones, who ever insist on being 
shown, come to Gotham and make the biggest kind 
of a show ef yourselves. The reason why it is so 


difficult to get away from the idea that the out- : 


of-town element furnishes most of the activity in 
New York, no doubt, is because there is a path laid 
out for the visitor and sight-seer, which is elaborate, 
but so accurately” circumscribed that it is altnost 


_impossible to extricate one’s self. One is permitted 
to look upon the outsides of.the tall buildings and 
comment upon the fantastic sky line. You may 
ascend to the tops of the towers and survey the city 
spread out so far below that the activities of the 
people, the degrees and variations of their lives, are 
reduced to an indiscriminate monochrome. You are 
shot through the subways with such speed that 
observatiofis here are just a bleared streak. You are 
whisked about the guide-book circuit of foreign 
quarters, Bohemian restaurants with their imported 
amusements and the omnibus route to view the 
homes of the big rich with the windows carefully 

® boarded up. 

You concede these points of interest may help 
compose the great metropolis, but you are reminded 
that there is still a -substantial part of that lately 
boasted 4,766,883 population still unaccounted for. You 
turn your attention to the huge apartment houses» 
rearing themselves on every side about you. Cer- 
tainly. they are huge and numerous enough and no 
doubt within is to be discovered life as it is really 
lived in New York—the average life, the family life 
which must be the keynote of civilization, ‘even in 
New York, as elsewhere. But they present a most 
forbidding exterior, with all their entrances firon- 

You may keep on wondering and conjectur- 
ing what goes on within, try to discover sight of 
life and they evade you. And the people who 
emerge from these apartment houses are correspond- 
ingly inscrutable, cold, stolid, unemotional looking. 
It must be they have emotions. Th°* at spark 
of life is not extinct is evinced hies and 
children which swarm on,** Riese “ale her race 
suicide in New York is an ‘overstated evil or all 
the babies are kept on exhibition on the sidewalks. 
Anyway, you can scafcely walk without stepping on 
one in.the apartment house neighborhoods. 

It is beyond me how Cupid proceeds about his 
business of romance in such prosaic looking mauso- 
leums as the apartment houses. A stroll through 
Central Park on Sunday evening, though, and the 
old-fashioned, village-like billing and cooing going 
on under cozy trees and even under the lamp posts, 
reveals where sentimentality expands when an 
apartment gets too small for swelling hearts. 


A SECRET! VICTORIAS 


ARE STILL PLENTIFUL! 
If New York consists mainly of apartment houses, 


and they- present such a frigid, tnhospitable exterior 
that they are not to be explored, and the average 
New Yorker dwelling therein is not to be discovered 


against his will, one can only betake one’s self to 
these points of view where New York is publicly on 
exhibition. Certainly the spotlight is directed on 
Broadway, and New York seems to prefer that you 
concentrate your attention there. 

So I selected a cafe window near Forty-second 
street on a matinee day and after the play at night 
as a vantage point to watch the passing show. Still, 
it was like seeking needles in a haystack to separate 
the real New Yorkers from the crowds of folks 
from back home However, the contrast is s0 
abrupt that you recognize the genuine instantly. 

It is interesting, indeed, as you feel some of your 
preconceived notions and expectations fade away and 
new ideas adjust themselves. Before I came to 
New York on this visit I must have had the idea 
that everything was on wheels, and at this Forty- 
second street corner the landscape does go by rather 
rapidly. They say it is the convergence of the 
greatest amount ef traffic that passes a given point 
in America. 

But of all the advance notices regarding rapid 
transit fn this city the press agents have neglected 
to mention the slow, easy-going old-fashioned vio- 
torias that amble leisurely up Broadway. New York 
boasts of her subways and her taxicabs. Maybe she 
is ashamed of these old-fashioned contraptions.

EXCEED EASTERN 
INGENSUS GAIN 


Population Growth Is Shown 
to Be 10 Per Cent Greater 
in the West. 


FEW RURAL FIGURES 





Those Available Do Not In- 
dicate Extensive ‘“‘Back- 
to-Farm’’ Movement. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The West 
putting a good distance between itself 
and the East in the race for predomi- 
nance in population growth. Figures of 
the thirteenth census given out to date 
show that 27 Western and Middle West- 
ern cities which had a population of 
25,000 or more according to the census 
of 1900 have maintained a rate of growth 
19 per cent greater than a like number 
of cities in Eastern and New Pngland 


states. 

Complete returns are promised only 
in the dim future and it is impossible 
at this time, even te estimate with any 
degree of certainty as to the general 
state figures. From only three states, 
Oklahoma, Michigan and Rhode Island, 
in which the State constitutions provide 
for the reallotment of legislative and 
congressional districts before the fall 
elections, have figures for the entire 
commonwealths been prepared. 

It has been the plan of the census 
office, wherever practicable, to total the 
returns for the larger cities before deal- 
ing with the counties and smaller 
towns. All but 16 of the cities that 
showed a population of more than 100,000 
in 1900 have now been given out. A 
large number of those showing popula- 
tions ranging between 25,000 and 100,000 
also have been announced. But the 
much discussed ‘‘back-to-the-farm’’ 
question, expected to be shown by ac- 
celeration of growth of rural] districts 
over cities, cannot be proved or dis- 
proved hy the figures so far announced. 


Average Growth In Country. 

In Rhode Island an abnormal growth 
of rural districts would be out of the 
question. In Michigan, the returns from 
rurg) districts show a normal growth. 
Extensive, though incomplete, returns 
from Texas show a large gain in rate 
per cent of growth in the rural districts, 
but not an abnormal growth, consider- 
ing the extent of territory -open to 
small farmers. Illinois, Wisconsin and 
several other Middle Western states, 
from which population returns of scat- 
‘tered rural districts have been re- 
ceived, supply figures that must be 
disappointing to advocates of the back- 
to-the-farm movement. Illinois in par- 
ticular has made a poor rural showing 
to date. Nebraska’s early returns show 
a poor rate per cent of increase in rural 
districts. : 

Contrary to general expectation, East- 
ern rugval districts, particularly those 
of New York State, have maintained 
an excellent average. While an accel- 
eration of growth such as has been 
shown in many Western states. would 
be impossible because of the Glready 
large population tn New York, the Em- 
pire State has made a better showing 
so far in the rural districts than wa 
expected. ’ 


Arkansas Growth Steady. 


Arkansas shows a steady but not phe- 
nomenal growth in those districts from 
which returns have been received. Ok- 
lahoma has a 16.8 per cent growth to 
show for a little less than three years, 
computed from the special State census 
of 1907. 

Washington promises ~ striking in- 
creases in the population of her rural 
districts and small towns, as does 
the entire Pacific Northwest. 

The population figures for the cities 
have been watched with intense inter- 
est by population guessers and statis- 
ticlans. Director Durand, after looking 
over the figures of the Census Bureau’s 
expert estimators and doing some fig- 
uring himself, has said that he will be 
surprised if the national population ex- 
ceeds 91,000,000, In their estimates, the 
census experts allowed for an average 
growth for cities of a littie more than 
80 per cent. But they did not allow for 
a greater acceleration in Western cities 
than in Eastern municipalities. 

So far figures have been given out for 
86 cities with populations of more than 
25,000, according to the previous census. 
Of these, 27 were cities in Eastern or 
New England states, 27 were in Middle 
Western or Western states and two 
were in the South. The average rate 
of growth for the group of Eastern 
cities, which includes New York and 
Philadelphia, was 82 per cent. The ay- 
erage rate for the Western group was 
41.3 per cent, a lead of 9.3 per cent in 
favor of the Western group. 

Facts About Cittes, 

The Census Bureau has announced 
the population of 26 cities having a 
population of over 100,000. All but seven 
of these made a greater absolute in- 
crease of population in the decade of 
1900 to 1910 than in the preceding deo- 
ade. The seven exceptions were: Buf- 
falo, N. Y.; Grand Rapids, Mich.; New 
Haven, Conn.; Paterson, N. J.; Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; St. Louis, Mo., and Toledo, O. 

In the case of 12 cities, the percentage 
of increase as well as the actual in- 
crease was greater between 1900 and 
1910 than between 1890 and 190. The 
population in New York City Is 4,766,- 
888 now, as compared: with 8,487,202 in 
1900, and a population for the same area 
—before the consolidation—of 2,507,414 In 
1890. This represents an increase of 
1,829,681: for the last decade, as com- 
pared. with an increase of 929,788 for the 
10 years preceding, The percentage was 
88.7 for the last decade, as compared 
with 87.1 for the‘ period 1890 to 1900, a 
slightly accelerated rate of increase and 
which was a surprise to the expert es- 
timators of the Census Bureau. 


Atiante’s Remarkable Showing. 


The most striking accelleration of 
gtowth, and ene that may portend 





much for the South, is that shown by 
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Atlanta, Ga., which Increased 72.3 per 
cent in the last decade, as compared 
with 37.1 per cent for the preceding 
10 years. Atlanta has the highest 
rer cent of increase shown by any of 
the cities of 100,000 population or 
more. 

The sensational growth of Detroit, 
Mich., which showed a rate of in- 
crease of 63 per cent, may be attrib- 
uted almost entirely to the phenomt- 
nal growth of the automobile indus- 
try which has made the “City of 
Straits” headquarters for the manu- 
facture of all classes of cars. De- 
troit’s per cent of increase for the 
period 1890 to 1900 was 388.8 per cent. 

Denver increased 69.4 per cent in 
the decade ending in 1910, as against 
26.4 per cent for that ending in 1900: 
Kansas City increased 51.7 per cent 
as against 18.4 per cent; Newark, N. 
J., 41.2 per cent as against 35.3 per 
cent; and St. Paul, Minn., 31.7 per cent 
as against 22.5. : 

In the aggregate the anonunced 





population of these 25 cities, to which | 





the 1900 census gave populations of 
over 100,000, is 11,042.500. In 1900 
they had an aggregate population of 
8,273,482; in 1890, 6,213,583. This rep- 
resents an increase of 2,059,899 be- 
tween 1890 and 1900 and of 2,769,018 
between 1900 and 1910. The percent- 
ages of increase for these cities, tak- 
en in the aggregate, show very little 
change in the rate of growth. The 
percentage from 1890 to 1900 being 
83.2, and from 1900 to 1910, 33.5. For 
the 24 cities exclusive of New York 
City, the corresponding percentages 
of increase are 80.5 and 29.8. 

The total number of cities that had 
a population of over 100,000 in the 
census of 1900 was 38. The number 
will be considerably larger when fina] 
announcement of the present census 
is made, because several of the cities 
below that limit ten years ago are 
now above it. Of the cities, the 
population of which has already been 
announced, Atlanta, Grand Rapids,

VEL OF SECRECY FOR DIVORCE 
SUITS IN NEW YORK COUNTY 


Recent Decision, if Adhered to, 
Expected to Conceai Actions 


_ From Public. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The veil of 
secrecy over divorce suits in the Sn- 
preme Court, New York County, will 
become an impenetrable shroud, if a 


recent decision of Justice Bischoff be 
edhured to by his brother justices. 

The trial of all matrimonial actions 
is usually preceded by motions for 
alimony and counsel fee and for bills 
of particulars. All these come ip be- 
fore the justice presiding in special 
term, part,1, and most of them have 
been argued in open court. 


Justice Bischoff, however, has de- 
clined to hear argument, and has in- 
sisted that all the papers in such 
cases be submitted with mere formal 
notice, Justice Page has followed 
this example, but Justice Goff and 
Giegerich have heard the lawyers on 
both sides whenever they have de- 
fired to present facts. Justice Hen- 
rick, now presiding in Special Term, 
Part 1, has refused to hear oral ar- 
®ument unless the counsel engaged 
present some extraordinary reason. 


Each of the twenty-four justices 
in the Supreme Court presides for at 
least two weeks in Part 1. Should a’ 
majority refuse to hear arguments 
nm divarce 6r Separation cases, the 
detatlls in almost all guch cases will 
be hidden from the public. 


This will be effected through the 
Appellate Division rule that in 4djt- 
voree actions, where infidelity is al- 
leged, the records are not public, and 

mre accessible only to the principals 
and their counsel.

cement industry is still in fits in- 
farcy in Missouri, but, regardless 
of this fact, the State alrerdy ranks 
sixth in number of barrels. of this 
commodity produced annually, and 
will in two yeerg rank fourth, if the 
rains of 1909 over the preceding year 
continue. Two years ago Missouri 
had only two cement manufacturing 
slants, one of them in Ralls County, 
near Hannibal, ang the other in St. 
Louis County,” announces Labor 
Commissioner J. C. A. Hiller in the 
chapter of the 1910 Red Book de- 
veted to this industry. He continues 
as follows: 

“Tn 1909 there were four cement 
manufacturies in full operation in the 
State, one of the two new ones being 
in Jackson County, not far from Kan- 
sos City, ard the fourth just outside 
of St. Louis. The near future will 
see another such a plant in full blast 
in Cape Girardeau County. There is 
room for more in Missouri, one for 
Greene County, near Springfield, and 
another in Jasper County near Joplin. 
Still another in St. Louis County and 
e second such an establishment for 
~.ackson County, would find a good 
Aarket for all the cement they could 
produce.” 

Output of 1909 Werth $2,808,916. 

Supervising Statistician Arch T. Ed- 
monston of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics has figures from four cement fac- 
tories of Missouri to show that the 1909 
output amounted to 8,412,160 barrels, 
valued at $2,808,916. For 188 the pro- 
duction was 2,929,504 barrels, valued at 
$2,571,236. The gain in one year, there- 
fore, was 482,656 barrels, and in value, 
$237,680; a snug sum of money to come 
from one of Missouri’s many side lifes. 
‘Missouri is well supplied with the 
shale, limestone, silica, alumina and 
iron oxide, all so necessary in the man- 
ufacturing of high-class portland ce- 
ment, hardly a county, save those in 
the sOutheast corner of the State, being 
free of these valuable deposits. “In fact 
in some counties the supply of ma- 
terial is so great that a 60-year heavy 
Arain would not visibly affect nature’s 
storehouse. In 100 years cement will be 
produced in Missouri, if there is still 
a market for it and nothing else has 
been found to take its place, so well 
supplied is this State with all of the 
material needed in its making. 

A pure white, non-staining cement 
is now being put on the market and 
it is of great value in surface finish- 
ing, architectural and art work, giv- 
ing a pure white color to everything 
it is applied to. 


Ita Use in Bullding. 
In building, cement is being used 


more and more, replacing wood, metal 
and stone, not only in _ concrete 
houses, but also in brick, stone and 
even -frame structures; mantels, 
friezes, cornices, statuary, urns, lamp 
bases, pedestals, lawn seats, tables 
and many other ornamental pieces 
being made of it and finished off with 
the new pure white article. 

The four cement plants of Missoyri 
represent an investment of $8,937,627, 
according to EHEdmonston’s 1910 Red 
Rook of figures. Of this large sum 
$4,117,050 is in grounds and builld- 
ings, and $4,568,280 in machinery and 
tools. The material and supplies 
veed tn 1909 in producing 3,412,160 
barrels of cement were worth $1,174,- 
B82. 

For 1909 the four cement plants 
had a small army of employes, con- 
sisting of 1256 men and twelve wom- 
en, to who were paid $1,188,644 in 
salaries and wages.

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INFLATES WHEN IT 
STRIKES WATER 


It Is Especially Designed for 
Use of Aviators and 
Balloonists. 





A life preserver which can be worn 
about the waist as snugly as a belt, 
but which inflates itself upon striking 
water to sufficient buoyancy for the 
support of two men, has been invented 
by John Ruck of East St. Louis. It 
may be used by canoeists and boatmen, 
but is designed especially for aviators 
and balloonists. . 

The Inventor declares that within five 
seconds after becoming wet, the device 
will inflate itself, and will remain in- 
flated 14 hours with its full sustaining 
powers. 

The appliance weighs two pounds, and 
consists of a tubular bag, which is flat 
when not in use, and a small circular 
metal box, containing calcium carbide 
and perforated with holes. When water 
enters the box, acetylene gas is formed 
and inflates the belt. 

Inside the case is a small reservoir 
eéntaining water, which can be re- 
leased upon the calcium carbide by 
pressing a spring. Ruck calculates that 
an aviator who dropped into the Mis- 
sissippi River or the Great Lakes could 
have his preserver inflated by the time 
he reached the water, in case he re- 
membered to press the button. 

Buck is a tinner, and lives at 1708 
Weinman’ street, East St. Louis. He is 
seeking financial backing for his in- 
vention.

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INVADERS WININ 
MING FIGHT WITH 
GERMAN TROOPS 


Kaiser Lectures His Soldiers 
45 Minutes After Division 
Is Captured. 


DIRIGIBLES ARE USED 





of Great Benefit to 
Commanders. 


PREUPSICH-HOLLAND, Prussia, 
Sept. 10.—The Imperial maneuvers ended 
today with a grand exhibition of pow- 
der burning by the artillery, machine 
guns and infantry that continued for 
three hours, along a sixteen-mile area. 


The “Red” invaders, theoretievally 
the Russian army, with slightly inferior 
forces, won, cutting off one division of 
the “Blues,” the German defenders. 
When the firing ceased Emperior W1)- 
lam assembled 200 of the higher offi- 
cers and gave them a forty-five minute 
criticism of the operations. 

It was a fine autumn morning and 
the final battle afforded a strange and 
brilliant spectacle for the people of the 
countryside and automobile parties from 
two provinces. 

Two {foreign eobservern pxpressed 
amazement at the marahing endur- 
ance of the troops, some of whom did 
upwards of # miles in twelve hours, 
being relieved of their knapsacks, which 
were carried in wagons. 

Cavalrymen Not Visible, 

A portion of the troops were uni- 
formed in the new service gray and 
blue, which has much the same neutral 
blend as the sheets in which the hill 
tribesmen of Northwest India wrap 
themselves for their night raids. The 
cavalrymen.leading their horses through 
the morning mist, were invisible, but 
the animals could be plainly discerned 
as a detachment passed the gray hill- 
side in the half light. 

Field cooking wagons, each with two 
compartments holding ninety quarts of 
soup and sixty quarts of coffee, were 
stationed near the firing line, and at 
these the troops were frequently re- 
freshed during the action The Em- 
peror moved from place to place and 
tasted the soup prepared for his sol- 
diers. 

The commanders of both armies re- 
ported officially that they were greatly 
assisted on the first day of the mimic 
warfare by the observations made by 
the crews of the dirigible balloons. 


PRIEST WILL BE MANAGER 
OF THEATER FOR PROFIT 
NOT UPLIFT OF THE STAGE 


CHICAGO, Sept. 1¢.—Chicago is _ to 
have a professional theater managed by 
a priest! 
It is announced at De Paul University 
that the Rev. Father McCave will have 
charge of the College Theater when 
the reguler season opens. This thea- 
ter is owned by the university, but has 
been managed and controlled by profes- 
sional theatrical men. It has never been 
a financial success. Regardless of this, 
b'ather McCave will open the house with 
a stock company: He expects to make 
it a success. 
Besides being the only theater in the 
country managed by a Catholic priest, 
the house has the distinction of beiig 
the only playhouse owned by a univer- 
sity. Other institutions have theaters 
for use of students, but none has a 
theater which is for the general public 
which is open the entire season, and 
which is used by professional players. 
“The stage is one of the strongest 
powers of the present day,”’ said Fa- 
ther McCave. “It can teach a great ser- 
mon if conducted in the proper manner, 
and I mean to see that the College 
Theater is run on moral lines. I do not 
see where there is anything wrong ir. 
my managing the theater, as the unl- 
versity now owns it and it is nothing 
but a purely business proposition. 
“No immoral plays will be offered. 
I do not object to shows that have 
drinking in them, or any minor things 
like that, but scenes of debauchery will 
not be permitted. We are not trying 
to elevate the stage, but good, clean, 
high-class shows only will be presented. 
“T have reasoned it out that if there 
is any money to be made it might as 
well go into our own coffers for educa- 
tional purposes. As for losing, well, 
that is to be considered later, if at al!.”’ 
Father McCave expects no opposition 
from the church. The faculty of the 
university is agreeable to the plan.

T ie not easy seriously to accept the announcement from London that the

A thought- 
less or careless second might dash me against one of the piers, and end my 
flying career. Of course, you don’t have much time to think about such 
things when you are sweeping through the air. 

I recall now that I saw the outline of two black piers ahead of me and the 
steel framework above me, but it was all over in a second. There was a 
moment of exhilaration when I realized that I had successfully passed under 
the bridge, and that I was then on the last lap of my first flight of con- 
gequence. 

l saw a ferry boht directly ahead of me, making for a landing. The old 
thing was puffing out a dense cloud of smoke. I did not wich to get into 
that, nor into the draft created by the boat. Consequently I flew between 
the boat and its landing, missing its smoke stacks with my wings by a few 
foet 

I heard the Captain’s hoarse voice shouting something at me, but I could 
not make out what he was saying. 

Then I got into a smoke cloud, and lost my bearing. I could not see the 
land on either side, and it was with difficulty that I could see the water below. 

This thing of getting lost in a smoke cloud when you are flying nearly 
a mile a minute with bridges every mile or two isn’t a pleasant sensation. 1] 
tilted my vertical rubber a bit and sailed above the smoke. I could now see 
the McKinley bridge ahead of me. 


FLIES IN RACE WITH TRAIN 


I gradually dropped to within 30 feet of the water and skimmed along

[ realized that I had accomplished the most difficult feats of my trip, 
and it was merely a matter of getting back to the aviaion field. I headed for 
the west approach of the Merchants br and flew over that at a height 
of 75 to 100 feet. Below I could see the gire en water in the city reservoirs. 

I got into another smoke cloud, and was lost again for a few seconds. I 
did not halt the speed of the machine, for I knew I was high enough to keep 
out of the way of smoke stacks. I flew over a clump of trees and saw a corn 
field ahead of me. 

That gave me my bearings, and I knew the aviation field was straight 
ahead. 

Well, there isn’t much else to tell. Oh, yes, I nearly forgot the race with 
a train. When I was about a mile from the aviation field I heard the tooting 
of a whistle. Looking down I saw a train‘just ahead of me and I recognized 
the whistle as the engineer’s challenge for a race. 

I opened up the throttle and gave the engine a little more gas. The train 
was a few hundred yards ahead of me, but in less time than it takes to tell it 
I shot past her and gave the engineer the merry ‘ha ha.’ 

‘Come on, boy,’’ I shouted exultantly. The engineer couldn’t hear me, 
but he whistled a signal of defeat. 


CALLS IT HIS GREATEST TRIP 


I could now see my hangar in the distance and I headed directly for it. 
I can’t begin to tell you how glad I was when I gs 
gone, but had awaited my return. I could see the men and women, boys and 
girls, waving their hats and could hear them cheering. 

As I passed over my hangar there was a gust of wind which gave me a 
sudden drop of 10 or 15 feet, causing me to land a litle sooner and harder 
than I expected. The machine rebounded a little and one of the struts was 
broken, but the damage can be quickly repaired. 

I brought the machine to a stop on the very spot from which I had 
started less than 45 minutes before. 

What impressed me most was the enormous crowds on the river front and 
at 3 aviation grounds. I am satisfied that 200,000 people witnessed the 
flight, which I consider by far the greatest journey in the air I have ever

At the aviation field, messages had 
been received telling of the safe landing, 
and later a Post-Dispatch bulletin, teli- 
ing of the start in the return flight, 
was announced by megaphone by 
Charles P. Senter. 

Peering into the dense smoke .to the 
south, the watchers were able to see 
the returning biplane only when it had 
passed the Merchants’: Bridge. Then 
came the greatest outburst of enthusi- 
asm of the day. The policemen had the 
greatest difficulty in keeping the people 
from rushing into the inclosed fle!d, so 
great was the anxiety to see the \and- 
ing at close range. 

Addresses Crowd With Megaphone. 
Just as he came over his hangar, 
Baldwin encountered a gust of wind. 
This made his landing more sudden 
than it would otherwise have been, but 
the crowd was delighted to see him 
descend on the exact spot from which 
he had risen. He landed at 6:05. 

Then the police lines fell back and 
thousands rushed toward the hero ol 
the day. He grasped the first few 
hands he saw, then seized the mega- 
phone and called to the crowd: 

“T have had a grand flight. I thank 
vou all for your enthusiasm. I hope to 
see you all here Sunday afternoon at 4 
o'clock, when I hope to fly for you 
again.” 

“Do me the honor of riding downtown 
with me,” said Chief of Police Young 
as he pushed his way to Baldwin, and 
the aviator accepted. Col. Martin Col- 
lins and a. Post-Dispatch ‘reporter were 
Baldwin’s fellow passengers in the 
Chief’s machine on the way to Hotel 
Jefferson. 

At the hotel Mrs. Baldwin was wait- 
ing, in care of Edward Devoy, chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Auxillary Commit- 
tee. They had been unable to learn by 
telephone of the return flight, and when 
Mrs. Baldwin saw her husband she 
rushed to him and kissed him fervent- 
ly, without speaking a werd.

Silhouetted against a foggy sunset, 
two black lines were etched upon the sky 
a moment after a locomotive, high upon 
the Merchants’ Bridge, shrilled an 
announcement of Capt. Baldwin's ap- 
proach.

At one moment it seemed to en- 
counter a gust and swung bravely up- 
ward to vanquish it.

Pontoons Are Attached. 

Five minutes after Bel4dwin arived, 
he was introduced to the crowd of 
4000 persons, gathered about the field 
at that time, by Charles P. Senter 
through a megaphone. As the avia- 
tor waved his hat he was cheered by 
the spectators. Baldwin then re- 
turned to the hangar, where he in- 
spected the pontoons, which had 
shortly before been attached to the 
aeroplane by his mechanicitan. The 
pontoons were intended to keep the 
neroplane afloat in case the aviator 
fell into the river. 

At 3:45 p. m. the “Red Devil" 
taken out of the hangar and out 
Into the field.

She had known Griffith for several 
years, and, according to her story, had 
advanced to him considerable money 
for the purchase of mining stock, which 
she said, she afterward found to be 
worthless. 

She alleged that Griffith had prom- 
ised to marry her as soon as she was 
able to obtain a divorce from Dr.

Small Salaries Blamed 
Wsolesale Desertion of 


Church by Trained Men. 


CHARLES CITY, Io., Sept. 1.—When 
the Upper Iowa Methodist Conference 
convenes in Charles City next week, it 
will find itself face to face with a de- 


cided shortage in the number of preach- 
ers and that 87 charges in the confer- 
ence will have to be filled from a source 
at the present not known. Fifty-seven 
men, most of them young, will quit the 
ministry at the conference here to en- 
gage in secular work, 

Several of these men are recently out 
of universities and seminafies. They 
complain that the salaries are not suf- 
ficient to maintain a family, according 
to a decent standard of living, and to 
give their children necessary education. 
rhe compiaints have been growing with- 
in the last two years and the higher 
cost of living is especially blamed for 
the recent desertions. 

Some of the men who have spent four 
to seven yoars in special school prepara-

DEATHS OF WIVES 
CAUSE OF ARRESI 


Chicago Confectioner Held 
, by Police Pending Analy- 
sis of Stomachs. 


INSURANCE NOT PAID 


Mother-in-Law No. 1. His 
Friend; No. 2 Urges Prose- 
cution for Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Karil A. Bad- 
sing, a confectioner, 80 years of age, 
who is Jd by the police because it 
fis suspected that both his wives die4 


from poisoning, will not know the 
character of the evidence against him 
until an analysis of the vital organs 
of his last wife, Mabel Reid Badsing, 
is made by Dr, Walter Haines of 
the Rush Medical College. It was 
Dr. Haines who was instrumental in 
convicting Hyde, the Kansas City 
poisoner. Here are points of similar- 
ity which have developed in the in- 
vestigation of the deaths of Bad- 
sing’s two wives: 

Both were taken sick after eating 
and their illness was ascribed to 
ptomaine poisoning. 

Both were attended during periods 
of their illness by their mothers, un- 
der whose care they improved. Re- 
lapses and death followed departure 
of the mothers in each case, 

The attending physicians were puz- 
zleG in each instance by the mysteri- 
ous relapses when the patients ap- 
peared to be on the road to recov- 
ery. 

Badsing carried insurance on both 
of his wives, made payable to himself. 

At the death of his first wife he 
was paid $1000. He had $2000 on his 
second wife. This has not been paid. 

In both cases doctors issued death 
certificates for ptomaine potsoning. 
Lived With MocCenmell Family Later. 

In October, 1905, Badsing married 
Mary McConnell. Two years later she 
was taken ill and Dr. 0. M. Holiday 
was:summoned. She was apparently 
suffering from ptomaine. Her moth- 
er was called to nurse her and soon 
she seemed to be onthe high road to 
recovery. Mrs. McConnell returned 
home. The patient had an immedi- 
ate relapse and a few days later died. 

The McConnell family believed the 
death was a natural one and Bad- 
sing continued to live with his moth- 
er-in-law until he married Mable Reld 
June 14 of this year. He induced his 
new bride to take out two $1000 
policies. They were made payable 
to Badsing and he paid all the prem- 
iums promptly. July 16 the yoyng 
bride was seized with convulsions. 
Dr. J. A. Gessing and Dr. Martin Lu- 
kens were called. They diagnosed 
the symptoms as ptomaine poisoning. 
Dr. Lukens’ says: 

“The patient informed me that she ate 
considerable canned corn and ice cream. 
She said the corn had 4 taste, but 
later ate more of it. She was stricken 
about 3 o’clock in the morning. I ord- 
ered her on a liquid diet but later dis- 
covered that she was taking solid foods. 


gave strict injunctions to her mother 


that no solid foods should be given to 
her. She improved, Dut later there was 
a relapse and she died. I think death 
was caused by ptomaine poisoning.” 

The dectors in both affairs hesitate to 
go into details as they expect to be 
called as witnesses before the Coroner. 

Upon the Geath of nie oo Badsing 
attempted to collect the $2000 insurance. 
The suspicions of the insurance com- 
panies were aroused, and they began an 
investigation, While this was in prog- 
ress, early in August, Badsing heard of 
it. He sold his confectionery business 
and went to Indiana. The trail of 
death led the detectives to the suspic- 
ious circumstances involving the death 
of his first wife. The body of Mabel 
Reid Badsing was exhumed ten days 
ago and preparations made for a chemi- 
ca] analysis. The police were then called 
in by the insurance companies. Badsing 
was lured back to the city by a mes- 
sage stating that the insurance com- 
panies were ready to pay the policies. 
He was arrested in one of the Insurance 
offices. 

Badsing stoutly maintains his inno- 
cence. He has been subdjected to the

Hanna. O’Gara replied carefully and, 
the Captain says, stammered at times. 

“Get what, Captain?’’ inquired 
O’Gara.,

IN MONEY EARNED 





Chiefly Assisted by Novelty, He Outdoes James 
R. Keene in Pilling Up Greatest Total of 
Winnings for 1910. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Several 
prominent patrons of the turf had 
good cause to remember the season 


of 1910. It will linger long in the 
memory of 8S. C. Hildreth, in pleasant 
fashion because it was the most suc- 
cessful year he has ever had. James 
R. Keene will recal}) it for a different 
reason, for his racers failed for the 


at the top of the winning list, or to 
at least capture $100,000. Hildreth’s 
thoroughbreds won $126,775; Keene’s 
$58,490. The next four winning own- 
ers were R. T. Wilson Jr., $64, 870; 
August Belmont, $39,870; R. F. Carn- 
tan, $37,440 and the Newcastle stable, 
$35,080. 

This amount placed to the credit 
of Hildreth does not include the To- 
Lronto Cup, which his sturdy horses 
King James won across the’ border 
line for the second time, or the full 
value of the Futurity, as J. E. Madden 
received half of it. It tells the money 
his horses earned on the race tracks 
of this State. The sum, while not as 
large as the same proportion of suc- 
cess in 1907 woula have brought him, 
was not meager by ‘any means and 
shows that there are plenty of good 
prizes still in existence on the turf 
in spite of the recent adverse legis- 
lation. 

While Hildreth topped the winning 
list by a wide margin, his horses 
failed to capture many important 
stakes. For instance, the Belmont 
and Realization were won by Sweep, 
Keene’s three-year-old; the Suburban, 
Brighton and Saratoga fell to Wil- 
gon’s share, and many of the earlier 
two-year-old features were captured 
by Belmont’s youngsters. Instead of 
one set of racing colors flashing 
home in front in all the big events 
as they did in other years, racers 
from various stables won. This split 
up the money of the racing associa- 
tions among many owners instead of 


years, by one owner. 

Hildreth owes his prominence in the 
winning list to the 2-year-old colt, Nov- 
elty. This outcast from James R. 
Keene's string, won nearly $75,000 for 
Hildreth. The colt made a double rec- 
ord for the season—he won the largest 
number of races and the biggest amount 
of money. He finished in front 14 times. 
Among the victories were the Saratoga 
Special, the Hopeful Stakes, the Rensse- 
laer handicap, a match race and the Fu- 
turity. Al oft hese notable races 
he achieved in less than 18 days at the 
Spa. 

Novelty’s record was a notable one. He 
showed what a hardy colt he is by ex- 
ecuting turf deeds that no other young- 
ster has ever accomplished. He is the 
first to win the Saratoga Special, the 
Hopeful Stakes and the Futurity. And 
he did it all so*unexpectedly that horse- 
men were astonished, for they had rat- 
ed him merely as a colt tn the fourth 
division and not a stake horse, But his 
victory in the Renssélacr Handicap 
with 13 pounds up, the biggest weight 
sucessfully carried by a 2-year-old since 
Hambure's similar achievement in the 
Great Easiern Handicap of 1897 made 
turfmen realize that he was a colt of 
great merit. 

The other horse that contributed most 
largely to Hildreth’s winning list was 
Dalmatian, the giant son of Ethelbert, 
which won the Brooklyn’ Derby, the 
Yonkers Handicap, the Empire City 
Handicap and the Travers Stakes. In 
Jockey Shilling’s hands this colt was 
practically invincible, but with other 
riders was frequently beaten. Fits Her- 
bert raced only during the early spring. 
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2-year-olds were the victims of this dis- 
ease. His most highly prized colt, a 
youngster that had shown marvelous 
speed in private, died. Those that re- 
covered were ill during the greater part 
of the season and were too weak to show 
their best speed. This prevented them 
from starting in many of the important 
stakes for which they were eligible. 
As ff this were not blow enough to 
ruin Keene's racing prospects for the 
year, his great horses, Ballot and 
Sweep, ‘broke down.” Sweep, a cripple,

training.

For we feel that our greatest of American games should not be deprived 


of its vitality, nor should we ever think of abolishing it altogether. 


It is 


‘ar too valuable a sport to be treatel in such a way. 
Not only does it develop the boy who plays it in bodily strength, but it 
‘also develops him in character, as its requirements are courage, self-control, 


wbdility to act_quickly in emergency and obedience. 


Surely we should foster 


h a game and do all in our power to keep it a contest in which such quali- 


ties are developed. 

The new rules, to my mind, have 
not deprived football of its intent, nor 
have they made it a gume in any de- 
wree less etrenuous and vigorous. 

They have simply been put into 
force with the intent of preventing 
scrfous accidents. The committee, 
composed of football authorities and 
close followers of the game, was com- 
pelled by public opinion, and in some 
states by Legislature, to modify the 
same of football, possibly they have 
cone more than was absolutely neces- 
sary, as far as the prevention of ac- 
‘idents ig concerned, but it is much 
Ketter to take too many precautions 
than too few. 

Some may ask, ‘Will these new rules 
revent al) nccidents?"” I answer, “No.” 
No rules can do that. It must be re- 
membered that all sports which in any 
way develop a man in mind and body 
have their dangers—some more so than 
others, of course. Swimming, or any 
water sport, motoring on land or watey 
baseball, horseback riding, driving—in 
fact all manly sports have their lists of 
fatalities. But we do not give them up 
because the benefit to a man from in- 
dulging in such healthy exrcise is worth 
the slight risk he takes. Therefore, let 
us not condemn football as brutal, but 
let us strive for perfection, making 
rules that will prevent accigents as 





much as possible, at the sdme_ time 
leaving it a manly and strenuous game, 


The game, as it stands under these 
new rules, in spite of what some say, is 
Still a great one. We have criticised it 
because we who must coach it will be 
forced to adopt a new style’ of play 
and we fear it may be hard to do 
this. But there still'remains personal 
contact, and as the season progresses 
and we expand along new lines we 
cannot fail to understand the many pos- 
sibilities which it affords. 


Let us first consider the rule abolish- 
ing all assistance to the runner. This 
is without doubt the greatest change. 
Since we have played football we have 
always been drilled to help the runner. 
Every one in each play, after doing his 
particular duty, would then sush to the 
man ,with the ball to pull, drag and 
push him along, and it will be excoed- 
ingly hard to give up this practice. But 
it must be given up and thereforo:-it 
can be. I never felt that such play 
was dangerous, but still it led to con- 
centrated and massed attack upon the 


tackle who could not stand such punish- 


ment long without becoming exhausted 
Therefore, since we could not draw the 
line and strike a happy medium we 
should admit that the present ruling ts 
much the best idea. 


New Rule for Quarterbacks Opens 
Door for Many New Trick Plays 


7 HE new rule allowing the quar- 
T terback to run with the ball 

without restriction is an im- 
provement. It practically does away 
with the necessity of a quarterback, 
in the accitstomed role, at least. We 
may look for many new and hereto- 
fore unexpected plays, formations and 
trick runs, for there is great oppor- 
tunity for such now. 

Formations of all sorts will be 
used, and it will be very interesting 
to watch the various theories of col- 
lege coaches put into operation. Four 
backs in a line with thé direct pass 
from center to one of them will prob- 
‘ably be the most common. 

Allowing the forward pass to be made 
over any part of the line of scrimmage. 
provided the thrower is five yards be- 
hind his own line, is a great improve- 
ment, The old rule making the ball 
cross five yards from center was most 
difficult to enforce. The officials had 
no definits means of judging the dils- 
tance accurately, and often a close de 
cision would mean the winning or losing 
of a game. Then, too, protectio: has 
been given the receiver of the pass, 
which lessens the chance of danger 
greatly. I was very much surprised 
to learn that so few men had been in- 
jured by that particular play. It has 


always seemed to me very dangerous, 
in that the receiver of the pass was so 


wholly occupied obtaining the ball that 
he was unable to guard against. an 





opponent, whose duty it was, not to 
secure the pass, but rather to upset 
the man about to receive it and thus 
spoil the play. 

In the old game the utenteeeaide. or 
whoever played back on defense to 
catch the punts, was most unfortun- 
ate. If he had two powerful and fast 
ends against him, and possibly a tackle, 
he was certain to get “hammered to 
death” S there was even a reasonable 
amount of punting, Such was the case 
of Bergen, of Princeton, last fall in the 
Yale-Princeton game. Kilpatrick and 
Lilley, of Yale, were near him on nearly 
all of the’twenty-seven punts of the 
game which he received, and hardly 
had he secured the ball in his arms be- 
fore one or both of them had tackled 
him with a flyjng tackle. Too much 
credit cannot be given Bergen for the 
masterly way in which he caught and 
held every kick, and although toward 
the end he was bruised quite severely, 
with one or two broken bones, he nev- 
ertheless continued his good work as 
long as he played. 


This year the rules not only prevent 
the flying tackle, which proved so harm- 
ful to many, but give the receiver of 
the punt even more protection. To bal- 
ance the hindrance to the ends we’ 
have the new rule allowing no one 
to interfere with the ends prozress 
until they have been at least 20 yards 
down the field.

In the first instance the plays are 
legitimate without disguise. Between 
teams of equal strength and presvp- 
posing the coach has men capable of 
carrying out what he plans with rea- 
sonable accuracy, these direct plays 
will succeed in proportion to the 
merit of the team employing them. 

But that is only their rudimentary 
purpose. From the same formation 
used to make these direct piays, it 
will be later shown that the forward 
pass, the onside Kick and various 
surprise plays must be made.

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SPEEDOMETER ACCURACY 
‘ AFFECTED BY HEAT 


That many magnetic speedometers for 
automobile use and anemometers are so 


inaccurate as to make them practically 


useless is indicated by an investiga- 


tion just completed by the United 
Btates Bureau of Standards It re- 
ports that some genetic instruments 
show a variation during hot and cold 
weather of 28 per cent. Dr. Stratton, 
Chief of the Bureau of Standards, will 
take up the matter with manufacturers 
of magnetic instruments generally. Ex- 
perte saw that by the speedometers 
used on most automobiles when the 
thermometer is at 14 degrees Fahrenheit 
the indication of a speedometer will 
be about 9 per cent faster than the ac- 
tual rate of travel, and at 86 degrees 
it would be 10 or 12 per cent less than 
the true speed. The inaccuracy Is tNe 
same as though a clock on which one 
depended to keep an appointment at 
4 o’clock varied to such an extent that 
at that hour it would give the time as 
8 or 6, depending upon whether the tem- 
perature were hot or cold. 

The only principle of calibration 
which is impervious to heat and cold is 
centrifugal foreca Perhaps the best- 
known of the centrifugal type is the 
Jones Speedometer, built by the pio- 
neer speed-indicator manufacturer of 
that name,

NESS SWEARS 
OF. VAUGHN WAS 
TRYGHNINE USER 


Educator Supposed to Have 
Been Murdered Took Poi- 
son for Headaches. 
DEPOSITIONS TAKEN 
Two St. Louisans on Stand 


for Defense for Accused 
Wife. 





Depositions were taken here Sat- 
urday in the celebrated Vaughn 
poisoning case, in an‘effort to show 
that Prof. J. T. Vaughn, whose death 
in convulsions resulted in the indict- 
ment of his wife and Dr. James R. 
Hull, was addicted to the use of 
strychnine, and that he had chronic 
Bright’s disease, which might have 
causeq convulsions when he was 
dying. 

Prof. Vaughn taught American 
History in the First District (State) 
Normal School at Kirksville, Mo., and 
died Oct. 14. For three months there- 
after there was an investigation, dur- 
ing which his wife and Dr. Hull were 
shadowed. The exhumation of his 
body and their arrest followed. They 
say he useq strychnine constantly, 
and that his death was not due to 
poison administered intentionally. 
Two of the witnesses for the defense 
are Oliver Abel of 823A Academy 
avenue, an optician, and Dr. Guthrie 
McConnell, of 4175 Washington ave- 
nue, a pathologist. Their depositions 
were taken Saturday. 

Used Strychnine Regularly. 

The depositions were taken before 
Paul Brown, a& notary public in the of- 
fice of Attorney Robert L. McLaren, in 
the Merchants-Laclede Building. Abel 
said he had known Prof. Vaughn from 
1897 to 1908, when the educator was hav- 
ing his eyes treated at the shop of a 
St. Louls optician, by whom Abel was 
employed. He said Prof. Vaughn often 
told him he was subject to stomach 
trouble, which caused severe head- 
aches, and that he was in the habit of 
taking strychnine for relief. 

“He told me,’ said Abel, “that he 
always carried strychnine in his pocket, 
to take when he was suffering.’’ 

The charge of the prosecution is that 
Prof. Vaughn died from _ strychnine 
poisoning. 

Dr. McConnell is an assistant pathol- 
ogist at the St. Louis Medical College. 
He examined parts of Prof. Vaughn's 
viscera miscroscopically. He said the 
liver and kidneys indicated to him that 
Prof. Vaughn was a sufferer from 
Bright’s disease. : | 


Convulsions Frequent, 

“A person suffering from the dis- 
ease,” said Dr. O'Connell, “often has 
digestive disturbances, and before death 
there are frequently violent convul- 
sions, attended by periods of uncon- 
scipusness.”’ 

Dr. O’Connell was asked whether 
textbooks on pathology would support 
his statements, and he said they would, 
He cited several which, he said, would 
verify his statements.

FATHER PAYS FOR 
KIDNAPED BOY AND 
SHIELDS KIDNAPERS| 


Insists $2000 Was Returned 
Because Guilty Ones Feared 
Prosecution.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—‘‘Oh, mamma, 
mamma, that ugly man told me that you 


had been killed by the Black Hand. I 
am so glad I am back home again.’ 

It was Michael Scimeca, 3% years 
old, son of Dr. and Mrs. Mariano Sci- 
meca, who said this, when at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon the physician carried his 
boy, who had been kidnaped June 21 iast, 
back to his o¥n home on the second 
floor of 2 Prince street. 

he little fellow was thin and pale. 
Less than three months ago, when he 
was stolen from in front of his parents’ 
home he was hale and hearty and the 
picture of health. 

Dr. Scimeca told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that he had not paid for 
the return of his child nor authorized 
anyone else to pay one penny. 

But to Lieut. Vachris, head of the 
[tallan detective squad, Dr. Scimeca 
admitted that he had paid $2000 ran- 
som. Later he insisted that the mon- 
ey had been returned to him by the 
kidnapers because they feared pros- 
ecution. He said he would not pros- 
ecute anyone connected with the 
theft of his son, 

The police are angry over the con- 
duct of Dr. Scimeca. It is believed 
the entire matter will be laid before 
the grand jury with a view of com- 
pelling the doctor to tell who the 
kidnapers are, 

Here is the boy’s own story as far 
as he !g able to tell what happened all 
the time he was away from home: 

“A big, ugly man came and took me 
away. I1 don’t know where he took 
me. I was in a house all the time. 
The big, ugly man was there, too. 
There was a woman there, too. They 
had some children. I think there 
were two. I played with them. They 
never took me out for a walk. I was 
kept indoors all the time. The big, 
ugly man would not let me out in 
the street. 

“T cried and wanted to go to my 
mamma. .I asked for my papa and 
mamma. The ugly man and the big 
woman said that my mamma had been 
killed by the Black Hand. All I got 
to eat was macaroni... I never slept in 
a bed. I always slept on the floor. 
I don’t know how I got back on the 
street. They took me out of the 
house. Two men 4d@id that. Then I 
was in the carriage with my grandma. 
That is all I know. I don’t want to 
go away from my mamma again. That 
is all. Good-by.”

BARBARIOMS OF 
BUYS’ AND GIRLS 
CALLED LOGICAL 


Young Women Come Nearer 
Having Two Souls Than Do 
Youths, Says Educator. 








WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 10.—Dr. G. 
btanley Hall, president of Clark Uni- 
versity, scientist and psychologist, who 
gives woman two souls to man’s one, 
has found his investigations into the 
sphere of femininity fraught with trou- 
ble, He doesn’t even like to talk about 
girls now. Certain reports are troubling 
him. 

One is that he advocates flirting for 
girls as a safety valve for their emo- 
tiens. Anether makes him say that the 
girl of 14, with her rata, puffs, pompa- 
dours and curls, is a creature absolute- 
ly without religion. A third is that he 
has written a book about “The Psychol- 
ogy of Cupid.’’ Clergymen and teachers 


and Dr. Hall says their letters are not 
pleasant reading. 

“Just see that!” exclaimed Dr. Clark 
in his study. He pointed to a leng arti- 
cle on his advocacy of flirting. “I am 
represented as standing for that. I have 
never discussed that subject seriously 
or otherwise. I am reported as insisting 
that the girl of 16 is utterly tfrreligious. 
All statistics, my own included, show 
on the contrary that this is the most 
religious stage of life.’ 

He also protested with vehemence that 
he never, under any name, had written 
a book on love. 

“Love Psychology” Prepesteroas. 

“Why, I have been made to advise 
teaching ‘the psychology of love’ in 
the public schools,” he went on. “I 
regard that as preposterous. I am 
said to regard the physical stamina 
of girls in the public schools as lower 
than it was in former days. That I 
never said. I believe their physical 
conditions is distinctly higher and 
steadily improving. I am also said 
to hold that girls ‘are ultra femin- 
ized in school.’ I never dreamed of 
such e@ thing. I should say the tend- 
oncy was the reverse, if either way. 

“There seems to be no limit to 
this sensational, preposterous misrep- 
resentation. I lately described and 
approved the movement for folk danc- 
ing. The next day the headliner in a 
journal featured me as advocating the 
ballet and I wae cartooned as a bal- 
let girl. 

“In another city I spoke incidental- 
ly of the dangers and advantages of 
boxing as a physical exercise in our 
gymnasia. Next day I was posed as 
a defender of slugging and was my- 
self in the ring tn tights. 

“Perhaps I ought to laugh it off 
as a joke. But what of the censuring 
letters I get for holding views that 
are as repugnant to me as the writ- 
ers?’ 

Their Barbarism Logical. 

Dr. Hall stands for the girl “of 16— 
rats, puffs, pompadours and all, just as 
he stands for the boy who playsstruant, 
loves to go out with “the gang’ and do 
other wild things that cityfied parents 
consider barbaric. 

Dr. Hall considers them barbaric, too, 
and therefore logical. Something of 
the caveman is in every boy, he believes, 
The call to rove in the woods, the lure 
of the first spring days to the pool 
where the fish bite, the savageries, the 
love of the bonfire, the preference for 
few clothes or for hone at all—all are 
reverberations in the boy’s soul of 
those old days when man went forth to 
hunt and kill so that he might not be 
hunted and kfiled. 

But he does not attribute vagaries 
of the budding girl to the call to the 
primitive, That is why she is the 
most intricate and baffling problem, 
perhaps, that _—- nas faced.

CLOSED BY MAYOR 





Campaign Waged by Minis- 
terial Alliance Wins Against 
Notorious Resort. 





Mayor Cook of Bast St. Louis yester- 
day revoked the license of the ‘‘Mon- 
key Cage,’’ a notorious saloon at 16 
South Main street, and gave orders that 
it be closed at once. This was due to a 
campaign being waged by the Hast Side 
Ministerial Alliance against disorderly 
saloons and hotels there. 

This is the second time that Mayor 
Cook has:.taken steps to put the “lid” 
on this saloon within six months. April 
1 he refused a license to George Nevins, 
familiarly known as ‘‘Potts,”’ who con- 
ducted it, when he applied for a re- 
newal 

Good Oontrol Promised. 

After the place was closed for a 
month, Louis Oldenberg, bookkeeper for 
Henry Albrecht, a wholesale liquor deal- 
er and saloon keeper of Hast St. Louis, 
applied for a license. Albrecht, who 
owns the building in which the ‘‘Monkey 
Cage” was conducted, pleaded it was 
fit for nothing but a saloon. He told 
Mayor Cook he weuld be responsible for 
the manner in which it was conducted, 
and Oldenberg was allowed to take out 
a license. 

Of late complaints have again come 
to the Mayor about the saloon. Reports 
declare it has been running after 12 
o‘clock in a disorderly manner, and 
that women were being served in a 
wineroom. Friday night there was a 
shooting affair in the barroom and later 
a man’s skull was fractured in a fight. 

Mayor Cook, in giving his reason for 
closing the place, added that he under- 
stood when Oldenberg took charge that 
Nevins was to have nothing to do with 
the management. He says he has 
learned that ‘‘Potts’’ is in reality run- 
ning the saloon. 

Law and Order Meeting Called. 

The Law and Order League of Hast 
St. Louis is waging a vigorous cam- 
paign against disorderly saloens. This 
afternoon a mass meeting is to be held 
in the Pirst Methodist Churoh to dis- 
cuss ways and means of enforcing sa- 
loon laws. 

O. H. Larnce, secretary of the Min- 
isterial Alliance, is said to have ob- 
tained much information against sa- 
loons which violate the midnight and 
Sunday closing orders and against 
those where liquor is sold to minors 
and concerning disorderly hotels. He 
will lay this infermation befere the 
Law and Order League. It is said that 
this crusade prompted Mayor Cook te 
act in the ‘‘Monkey Cage” case.

Statement to the Presa 
In a signed statement siven to the 


press tonight, the Governor says: 

“TIT became a candidate for governor 
for the third time contrary to my 
personal wishes. Conditions have 
arisen, however, which appear te 
make my further candidacy an in- 
Justice both to my friends and the 
Democratic party. 

“When the opposition to me as- 
sumed the shape of a refusal to enter 
a primary called by the State Execu- 
tite Committee, I proposed that tif 
any gentleman would offer to run 
against me to allow him to select his 
methods and time of nomination with 
an equal division of officers of elec- 
tion.

HEARTILY approve of kiss- 
ing—distinctly favor it under 
special conditions—and have 
made the kissing habit some- 
thing of a study, but with lit- 
tle progress beyond discover- 
ing its popularity, and that 
to kiss politely and well is a 
science. I have come to the 
conclusion, however, that 
kissing is not a natural, spon- 
taneous impulse, that moves one without reason- 
ing, but is a result of development which began 
with the introduction of the cradle. 

As to the stage kiss, of which I have special 
knowledge, it is ofteh an effort and requires 
something besides capacity and _ ability, since 
there are actresses who do not like to be kissed 
‘at all, and permit the act as if it were a personal 
condescension, even though written in the part. 
Since the stage is supposed to reflect life in every 
phase, kissing is introduced as a natural and nec- 
essary part of the “business,’’ when the demands 
of role and situation call for it. It is really an 
art to kiss well and gracefully. How awkwardly 
it is done sometimes. It should be taught with 
other manners in acting. Play-kissing could be 
as genuine as the emotion of the scene would 
prompt, if bestowed as generously as in real life. 
In general, stdge salutes are most palatable make- 
believes. 

I recall overhearing an actor say to a young 
and very pretty actress, whom he admired great- 
lv, if she should display real affection for him 
oft the stage her scenes with him on the stage 
would be much more effective. The young girl 
was amb.tious in her profession and she honestly 
took to heart what the actor had said to her and 
they became firm friends. Doubtless she be- 
came wiser with the ripeness of experience. 

Actresses are quite as susceptible to human 
emotions, which they must counterfeit, as are 
women off the stage. There are those among 
them who like to kiss and others who do not, and 
still more to whom kissing is repulsive—in pub- 
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fear hydrophobia. 
There are actors who prolong the kiss paternal,

the fraternal and that of the lover—‘‘see how 
they kiss and court’’—beyond all reasonable de- 
mands. I often think actresses, under the cir- 
cumstances, are deserving of censure, too, for 
permitting the liberty. The stage may yet de- 
‘mand a referee, as in prize fights, to force a 
breakaway. 

There was formerly in France a code of regu- 
lations by which the theaters governed, and any 
actor kissing an actress without her consent was 
liable to a fine of so many francs. The husband 
of a popular French actress tHraught the stage 
lover before the tribunal for having committed 
the offense to a most alarming and unwarranta- 
ble extent. The defendant at first pleaded the 
consent of the lady; this being disproved he au- 
daciously agreed to settle the matter by return- 
ing the kisses, a mode of payment indignantly 
rejected by the plaintiff. 

I remember seeing an actor take advantage 
of a favorable opportunity and salute a pretty 
actress, although there was no stage direction to 
justify him, a piece of impertinence which the 
lady very properly accepted as the cue for as 
unequivocal a box on the ear as ever fair hands 
administered. One popular comedian never trusts 
his wife within kissing range, but then his wife 
generally acts ir the same play, so he may have 
good reason for his caution. Others I could name, 
providing the kisser be fair, take the benefit of 
the act. If there ig any law of the stage at the 
present time on this pleasant question I have 
never heard of it. 

Kissing, after all, is a matter of taste, of dis- 
position, of circumstance and _ = environment.

There are 
references, the professor thinks, to the formula 
of the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost. The 
spirit of the whole composition, he hellfeves, is 
charming and gentle, in the spirit of the gospel 
of the “best loved” Disciple, 

On the other hand, Harnack points out that 
of the 41 odes only 16 contain passages which 
can even be strained -jnto allusions to Christian 
doctrine.

Occasionally the onset of the disease is sig- 
nified by fever, pains in the back and legs, 
or even convulsions. But in the great majority 
of instances, the demon strikes without warning, 
shattering in a moment infants who seemed to 


be in perfect health. 
The process of the disease is almost weird. For 
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were affected. In one case 
the disease crippled the trunk. 

Dr. Holt found that 20 per 
per cent of the seizures occur 
in the first year, 38 ver cent in 
the second, 22 per cent in the 
third, 15 per cent in the fourth and 5 per cent 
in .the fifth. Of the cages, 55 out of a hundred 
were boys and 45 girls. 

A vost-mortem performed in one advanced case 
showed a severe inflammation of the anterior 
half of the spinal cord—the half which governs 
motion.

impaired, but acquire in many cases a hyper- 
sensitiveness. 

The residual paralysis, until the transplanting 
of nerves was achieved, was always permanent, 
and entailed a shrinkage of the limb and an ab- 
normal elasticity of tendons and ligaments which 
made it possible to pull the shoulder, or thigh, or 
knee. or ankle, several inches out of joint with- 
out pain. 

(n several cases in which the extensor muscles, 
at the front of the leg, remained paralyzed, 
gretifying results have been effected. The 
nethod was to divert a branch of the sciatic 
nerve, in the back of the leg, to the front, 
andeattach it to the dead muscle. Within a few 
weeks the muscle was partly revivified by the 
nerve, and was capable of being placed ine motion. 
Instead of totally paralyzed legs, the surgeons 
have created limbs, stiff and ungainly, it is true, 
but still capable of conveying their possessor 
across the ground. 

Two brothers, 5 and 6 years old, lay on the 
same cot at the Children’s Hospital. Both legs 
of one had been crippled by the disease and one 
leg of the other. The feet had been so twisted 
and deformed that ‘they were curved in semi- 
circles, and were so bent that both boys walked 
on their ankles. On the ankles, of which nature 
had done her best to make feet, callosities as big 
as a man’s hand had grown. 

These twisted feet the surgeons had straight- 
ened by an appalling operation. From the inside 
of each foot they had cut a section the shape 
of a slice of pie, three inches wide and tapering 
to a point near the center of the foot. The edges 
of the wound were forced together, and in time 
encased jn plaster casts, bones and flesh knitted 
together. The result was—straight, apparently 
normal feet. But the brothers will always be 
cripples, unless surgery or medicine contrives a 
remedy as yet unknown. 

Ergot and strychnine have been recommended 
as drugs for the disease, but their power in this 
instance has not been established. Massage and 
electrical treatment assist in hastening the: re- 
covery from complete paralysis, but have never 
effected a cure, surgeons say. 

In 225 out of 500 cases studied by Dr. Hoit, 
only one lower limb was affected. In 200 cases 
both legs were crippled. In only a few cases 
was an arm disabled, and In two cases both arms 
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successfully used in St.

had disappeared, and those which remained were 
so wasted*and deformed as to be scarcely rec- 
ognizable. The nerve roots branching out from 
the ganglions had decayed along their entire 
length, from the cell to the muscle. It was evi- 
dent that some occult force had wrought terrible 
havoc along the delicate spinal cord and its trib- 
utaries. The seat of the disease appeared to be 
in the lumbar enlargement of the cord. 

“The great difficulty,” says Dr. G. F. Smith, 
resident physician of the Children’s Hospital, “‘is 
that it is impossible to diagnose infantile paral- 
ysis until paralysis has already occurred. 

“Even in the comparatively rare instances in 
which the disease is ushered in by such symp- 





braces. With massage and electricity he can for 
a time give nutriment to the muscles after their 
vivifying nerves have atrophied. 

“But his chief task is watching to see what 
the disease is going to do. What group of mus- 
cles is to be permanently paralyzed? After the 
disease has run its course the surgeon can repair 
a portion of its havoc by making some alien 
nerve do work for which it was not intended. 
But the process is remedial only; at the present 
stage of knowledge of the new scourge, there is 
no curative process.” 

Following immediately on Dr. Smith’s inter- 
view came the announcement of Drs. Simon Flex- 
ner and Paul A, Lewis of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tue for Medical Research, that they had great 
hopes that cure for infantile paralysis had been 
found. . 2 

As a result of a series of experiments per- 
formed on monkeys that were inoculated with 
the virus which causes infantile paralysis, these 
physicians have found a serum which they as- 
sert in some cases prevents the disease from de- 
veloping and in others cures it within a short 
time after it makes an appearance. These two 
investigators have also found that it is possible 
to vaccinate monkeys with an “immune” serum 
that will prevent them from contracting the dis- 
ease. 

These discoveries are of great import te the 
entire medical profession. There seems toe be no 
theoretical obstacle to prevent a vaccination 
method to be found to produce immunity, The 
question seems to be, will.the doctors be able to 
use the serum as antitoxin? Will serum treat- 
ment chase the malady out of the body and make 
good again all the evil done to the limbs of its 
little victim? Hundreds of mothers anxiously 
await Dr. Flexner’s answer to these questions. 

A short time ago these two investigators an- 
nounced the discovery that by experimenting on 
monkeys they had determined that the disease 
was highly infectious and could be transmitted 
from one animal to another, proving that the 
cause Of infantile paralysis is a living organism 
and not a poison or toxin. They have continued 
their investigations along these lines, and from 
time to time have told of the results obtained in 
communications published in medical journals. 
“That human serum de 








rived from children who have 
passed through an attack of 
poliomyelitis possesses neu- 
tralizing power for the virus 
of poliomyelitis has been 
stated already,” says Dr. 
Flexner. “It can now be 
stated that it possegses thera. 
peutic value also. When the

of Lincoln pictures. 


NEW portrait of Lincoln has now 
been discovered—new not only in 
the sense that it 1s unfamiliar to 
the public and even to collectors of 
Lincoln pictures, but wn that tt 
shows the Great Emancipator in 
anew guise. 

This picture, made by a St. Lows painter 
at the behest of a prominent St. Loutsan, 
shows the Martyr-Prsident’s face in a state 
of animation such as is depicted in no other 
picture of him. There is none of the sad- 
ness which we are wont to erpect ina Lincoln 
portait ; on the contrary, there 1s a humorous 
twinkle in the eyes and the lines of the face 
show a happy mood. It ts Lancoln in his 
story-telling humor, or, to quote the words 
of Mrs. Lancoln: 

‘*That is the way he looks when his friends 
are about him.’’ 

Forty-two years ago this portrait was pur- 
chased from the painter, Alban Jasper Co- 
nant, .by friends of Shurtleff College, at 
Upper Alton, Ill. For the past 27 years at 
has hung in a dark alcove of the college 
chapel, so little noticed that many of the col- 
lege authorities themselves did not realize 
that it was a picture of Lancoln. 

It was recently brought from its place 
when a letter was received,at the college from 
Robert IAncoln inquiring about the picture 
and asking for a photograph of it. Then it 
was discovered that the painting is one of 
merit, and, indeed, probably the only one in 
existence which gives a glimpse of the lighter 

‘ gide of Lincoln’s character. 








ROUGHT from the shadow in 
which it had stood for so 
long, the picture showed a 
kindly, benign face, look- 
ing out with keen, humor- 
ous eyes, an expression 
which relieves not only the 
sadness but the angularity 
of the Lincoln face as we 
have come to know it. 

- There is a strange attrac- 
tion about it which holds one’s attention and 
causes him to wonaer anew at the manifold 
characteristics of one of the greatest of men. 

Painted on a canvas 40x50 inches in size and 
showing Mr. Lincoln standing*at his desk, the 
portrait brings out also che physical stature and 
impresses one with Mr. Lincoln's height and 
strength. 
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unearthed at Shurtleff College, Upper Alton, Il.” It was painted 


at the request of Hon. William M. McPherson of St. Louis and has 
years, its existence being overlooked by even the most ardent collectors 


_Tt was painted by Alban Jasper Conant from 
numerous sittings had about two months before 
Lincoln’s election to the presidency in 1860, and 
was done for Hon. William M. McPherson, at 
that time one of the prominent men of St. Louis 
and the West. 

In 1868 Mr. Conant visited Shurtleff College to 
deliver a lecture, taking the Lincoln picture with 
him, probably to illustrate some of his points. 
At the conclusion of the lecture President Daniel 
Read of the college suggested that the picture 
be purchased by those present for the college. . 
This was done, Mr. Conant selling it for what 
he considered a very nominal sum of something 
between $100 and $200. What the portrait would 
be valued at now, were it for sale, is difficult 
to state. There is no inclination on the part of 
Shurtleff College to dispose of it. 

In addition to his portrait of Lincoln Mr. Co- 
nant painted a number of pictures of the Cabinet 
officers of Mr. .Lincoln’s administration, and 
many of the noted generals of the Civil War. He 
was a well-known figure in Missouri affairs for 
several years after the war, then went back to 
New York, from whence he came originally, and 
a few years ago was living quietly there, past 80 
years of age. 

Almost as interesting and valuable as his por- 
trait of Lincoln, now for the first time called to 
the attention of the general] public, is a glimpse 
of the character of the Great Emancipator which 
the painter has left to the succeeding genera- 
tions. 

Conant’s story of the Lincoln picture, like the 
painting itself, has, one might say, “hung in an 
alcove.” Comparatively few know of its existence 
and fewer still have read it. 

In a book called “Liber Scriptorium,” {ssued 
by “The Author’s Club” in 1893, of which only 
251 copies were printed and these not given gen- 
eral circulation, Conant tells, under the title, 
“My Acquaintance With Lincoln,” the story of 
the portrait now discovered in Shurtleff College. 

As before stated, the portrait was made at the 
behest of Hon. William M. McPherson. of S8t. 
Louis, who, with others, furnished Mr. Conant 
with such credentials that he was put in inti- 
mate touch with Lincoln’s life. In short, the then 
Republican candidate for President of the Unit- 
ed States, was, for the period during which sit- 
tings were reguired for ‘the picture, placed prac- 
tically under the exclusive control and direction 
of the painter. 


This is shown inferentially by Conant when 
he tells of arramgements he made to throw 
around Lincoln, while the picture was in prog- 
ress, influences which would bring animation to’ 
the otherwise sad and depressed countenance of 
the man who was later to become a martyr to a 
great cause. 

“Punctual to the moment,” says Mr. Conant, in 
spea™“ing of his first visit to Springfield for the 
purpose of beginning Mr. Lincoln’s picture, “he 
left the table on which lay a bushel of letters 
he and his secretary were busy in answering, and 
with a martyr-like resignation, sat down in the 
position I had indicated. But how melancholy 
he looked! When I first saw him, standing 
amongst a group of friends, all in animated con- 
versation, his face was beaming with good na- 
ture, its sharp angles had melted into graceful 
curves, and his expression was charming. How 
to call it forth at will and keep it in play, long 


enough to delineate it 
was a problem. I saw I 
must make him forget the 
present.” 

In order to do. this 
Conant began first by 
questioning Lincoln about 
the famous Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates and by drawing 
him out concerning certain 
campaign charges’ then 
lying against him. 

Although this course 
brought out some interest- 
ing facts of Lincoln’s 
views and history, they 
were of too serious a char- 
acter to accomplish the 
result the painter desired, 
and neither do they show 
as conclusively as doves 
the method finally Te-

“Such incidents,” says Mr. Conant, referring 
to the attempts to drive away the sadness from 
Lincoln’s expression by discussions of political 
events and conditions of the day, “served only a 
temporary purpose. Visitors were coming from 
everywhere; his time was much occupied with 
receiving and entertaining them. Suca interrup 
tions were very frequent, and, of course, to me 
quite annoying.” Whereupon the painter seems 
to have taken arbitrary charge of the situation. 

“I placed a long bench against the wall be- 
hind me,” he says, “on which visitors were in- 
vited to sit!” This helped not only to keep him 
in position for the time, but prolonged the an.- 
mated expression of his face.” 

Under these circumstances, during the inter- 
mittent times when no visitors were present, 
the conversation between the two men became 
quite intimate. Probably if Mr. Conant had been 
furnished with a prophetic vision, thereby being 
able to see into the future and know how later 
generations were to searc.u for the slig..est of in- 
terpretations of Lincoln’s character and even the 
most fragmentary records of first-hand conversa- 
tions with this angular, homely Illinois lawyer, 
Conant would have developed something of start- 
ling importance. As it was, however, the very 
simplicity of Conant’s narrative throws an il- 
luminating light on the minor significance which 
attached to Lincoln's movements and statements 
in those days as compared with their vital im- 
portance during the stormy period to follow. 

“Whether much or little in the following 
notes on Abraham Lincoln may be new to the 
general reader, or what measure of agreement 
there may be in them, as far as they go, with 
the many biographies that have been published, 
I have no idea,” says Conant in his introduc- 
tory preface to his article on Lincoln, “‘because 
of the biographies I have read not one, and 
probably never shall do so.” * * * 

‘“‘Howeve. limited my acquaintance with him 
may have been, compared with that of others, 
there was enough in its varied incidents to con- 
struct; for myself at least, the bright and liv- 
ing image of that unique personality whose name 
will be forever enshrined with all,the best be- 
loved of the sons of men. * * 

“IT was much puzzled to decide what view of 
his face was most desirable for my purpose. His 
features were- irregular and angular—the line of 
the nose was straight on one side and slightly

1 would add also that 
when his features were in perfect repose nis ex- 
pression ‘was sad and thoughttul. This was in- 
tensified by the drooping of,.the unaer lid, show- 
ing the white of the eye below the iris.”’ 

However little Conant may have recognized at 
that time the future value of the picture he was 
making, it is certain that Lincoln attached even 
less importance to it. He never forgot the paint- 
er—for Conant told him “The Story of the Slow 
Horse”’—which Loncoln always pronounced one 
ot the best stories he had ever heard. While he 
might forget the painter of his portrait, Lincoln's 
well-known liking for a gooa story made it im- 
possible for this complex character to ever for- 
get a man to whom he was indebted for “one of 
the best I ever heard.” 

Conant tells of various occasions during the 
strecs of the Civil War period when he was pre- 
sented to Lincoln by persons with whom he had 
called upon the President, and in each instance 
Mr. Lincoln's face immediately brightened and. 
with a vigorous handshake, he exclaimed, “v.u, 
yes, I know Conant. He is the man who told 
me ‘The Slow Horse’ story.”. Whereupon he 
rvuuld proceed to retell the anecdote in his own 
language. 

Wne of these occasions was a visit to the White 
House when Mr. Conant accompanied a Cabinet 
officer. To Mr. Lincoln’s remark, “Did you 





know that I am indebted to this man for the 
‘Slow Horse’ story?” the Cabinet officer replied. 
“Mr. President, you tell so many stories that it 
would be difficult to remember tneir origin,” and, 
upon leaving the White House he rematked to 
Conant: “He tells too many stories—disgusting 
sometimes.” 

“Some weeks after this,” says Mr. Conant, 
“the President, with numerous high ofticials ond 
many others, were assembled at the navy Yard 
to witness the testing of a new breech-loading 
gun. Mr. Lincojn, standing in the midst of the 
group, was bowing and sha«ing hands with those 
whom he recognized. When he looked in tne 
direction where I stood, as in duty bound, I 
inised my hat with the rest. 

“Presently he looked at me again, and, stretch- 
ing out his long arm and grasping my hand, he 
said:. “I am glad to see you. I shall never for- 
get you.” Then, addressing those about him, he 
said: “I am indebted to my friend here for one 
of the best stories I ever heard.” Whereupon a 
stately gentleman, immaculately dressed, said in 
slow and measured tones: ‘Mr. President, if the 
story was so fine, suppose you give it to us while 
we are waiting for the gun.’ Mr. Lincoln began 
the story, but alas! before the climax was reached 
his voice was silenced by the roar of the cannon 
and there it ended.” 

Whether Lincoln ever did get an opportunity to 
tell the story publicly or not seems rather doubt- 
ful, for inteyruptions of this character seem to 
have come every time he began it. Mr. Conant 
tells of at least one other instance when, during 
Lincoln’s memorable journey to Washington, ne 
was called upon for a speech either at: Buffalo or 
Cincinnati. me proceeded to close it with the 
‘“Slow-Horse” story—but the train pulled out be- 
fore the climax was reached. 

During the sittings at Springfield, when the 
portrait was being made, Lincoln told Conant 
how he came to study law. While he was in the ~ 
grocery business a man, migrating West, drove up 
in front of the store and asked the proprietor to 
buy a barrel he had in his wagon. 

“I did*not want it,” Conant quotes Lincoln as 
saying, “but to oblige him I bought it and paid 
him, I think, half a dollar for it.» Without further 
examination, the man having said it contained 
nothing of especial value, I put it away in the 
store and forgot all about it. Some time after. in 
overhauling things, I came upon the barrel, and 

emptying it upon th« 
floor to see what it 
contained, I found at 
the bottom of the rub. 
bish a complete edi- 
tion of Blackstone's 
Commentaries. ; 


“I began to read 
those famous works, 
and I had plenty of 
time, for, during the 
long summer days 
when the farmers 
were busy with their’ 
crops, my customers 
were few and far 
between.

—this he said with 
unusual emphasis —

“In the succeeding 
fall I was appointed a 
delegate to the Whig 
convention, which met 
at Springfield, where 
I was called upon for 
a speech. After the 
adjournment, Judge 

said to me, “Mr. 
Lincoln, 
you practice law?’ I 
replied that I had 
never thought of 
doing so, as I had 
never studied law. 
‘But,’ said the Judge, 
‘you have eminent 
qualifications, and if 
you will come to 
Springfield and read 
law in the office of 
(naming the firm) for 
six months, at the 
next term of court, in 
the Spring, I will ad- 
mit you to the bar.’ 

“This opened up a 
new life to me, I 
sold out my grocery, 
came . here, studied 
law for six months 
with the firm he 
named, and at the 
next term of the court 
was admitted to the 
bar.” 

What Mrs. Lincoln 
thought of the picture 
which has now been 
brought to light is told when Mr. Conant relates 
the circumstance of a visit she made to the 
office while the work was in progress. “On,” he 
quotes Mrs. Lincoln as saying, “that is excelleat! 
That is the way he looks when he has h.s friends 
about him. I hope he will look like that after 
the first of November”—alluding to the then 
approaching presidential election. 

High as Mr. Conant's appreciation of and re 
gard for Lincoln came to be in later years, as 
evidenced in the introduction previously referred 
to of his article in the Author's Club Book, be 
commits himself to an unfavorable earlier impres- 
sion in no uncertain terms. Speaking of the visit 
of a Southerner who had a long talk with Lincoln 
and went away apparently dissatisfied, Conant 
Says: 

“Mr. Lincoln’s manner then, as well as on sim- 
ilar occasions, impressed me quite unfavorably. 
There was, to my. thinking, too much story-tall- 
ing levity—not dissimulation, surely, but an ap- 
parent lack of appreciation of the gravity and 
responsibilities of his position.

HILE the fame of the Oberam- 
mergau Passion Play is well- 
migh universal, the pictures 
of those who take part in ti 
being shown all over the 
world, few persons know * 
the Passion Play as pre- 

sented in the French Catholac mtsston on the 
‘South Sea Island of Hiwaoa, the largest of 
the Marchesa Islands. 3 

For the past 50 years the Passton Play 
has been presented there every Easter. 
Catholic missionaries made the beginning. 
when ancestors of the present performers 
—and, indeed, some of the older of the 
natives now taking part—were still in a 
state of canmbalism. At first they were 
the actors of the various parts. From each 
mission in the dozen or so of tslands the 
missionaries came to help carry out the 
play. 

After the week of Passion Play they 
each went back to their own work of helping 
save souls. Each felt he did his duty in 
sowing the seed that was to bring faith into 
the souls of the natives. The thought that 
impelled the missionaries to present the life 
of the Sawor before the natives was the 
same that «indicates that to see is to beltere 
more eastly. They felt that a lesson shown 
by aid of lwe men and women ts more easily 
remembered. 

Shortly after the misstonaries played the 
parts themselves, they found it possible /to 
give some of the parts to natives. Giving 
of parts was in the nature of a reward for 
accepting Christianity.

T DID not take long before 
the missionaries- could en- 
trust even the most im- 
portant parts to natives, 
while they themselves were 
satisfied in acting as stage 
managers, property men 
and gardarobiers. After the 
natives began to play all 
the parts, the missionaries 

rn began to feel that the work 

was worth while. Even today, after the Passion 

Play is given yearly for 50 years, they can no- 
tice the beneficient influence on those who take 
part and those who witness the performances— 
temporarily at least. 

The Passion Play is still given on the same 
“stage” on which it was presented for the first 
time by missionaries. The piace is a kind of 
natural amphitheater, in the heart of the Catholic 
mission’s colony, surrounded by the huts of na- 
tives. The mission houses form the two parts 
of the five-cornered court. The other parts are 
occupied by fig trees and bread fruit trees and 
bushes, furnishing comfortable seating place for 
the audience. 

‘| The arrangement resembles a regular theater. 
The officials and the “better class” occupy “or- 
chestra” seats, while the natives swing on 
branches, not unlike regular theater galleries. 
The stage itself is a piece of ground well pre- 
pared for the purpose. In its foreground runs 
A crystal brooklet in which the sun, mirrowing 
‘self, reflects glory and furnishes natural foot- 
lights. The background of the stage is a nat- 
ural wall of trees and shrubs. 

Music is furnished by an organ, one of the kind 
that can neither hide nor pass its age in silence. 
The old keyboard responds walling to the touch 
of the missionary. This music is accom paniéd 
by numerous tom toms, one clarinet. and the 
beatings on other native instruments. 

To the accompaniment of the Merseillaise the 
curtain rises on the picture of Christ and the 
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children, Of course, only figuratively there is 4 
curtain. Literally one is not needed. It simply 
happens as the play begins that the figure of 
Christ, a coal black native, comes from the left 
and is soon surrounded by little “chocolate drops’ 
who rush fn from all. sides. 

Christ then places his black hand on the coal 
black head of each child in turn and then leaves 
the stage, followed by the little ones. There is 
no artificial scenery, as there is no special cos- 
tuming. The children appear on the stage in the 
same natural costumes that they wear as they 
play in the streets. The part of Christ is en- 
acted by a native whose name is Lurau. 

Lurau is regarded as the most efficient pearl 
diver and fisher in the Marchesa /slands. When 
he oils his long hair and straightens it out, puts 
grease on his black beard and combs it carefully, 
he makes a better appearance as Christ than does 
anyone in the Passion Plays presented in South 
America. 

Of course, to the European who is accustomed to 
the fair image of the Saviour of mankind Lurau 
cannot appeal. It does not work in with the 
scheme of things and disturbs one’s imagination. 
The European sees something grotesque in the 
portraval of Christ of Lurau. 

Luran has seen pictures of Christ, and in each 
case he has seen a halo around His head. He 
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Curau, expert pearl diver, 
who tanes the part of Christ. 
incidentally, he is 15 years 
older than Ruth Ingalls, who 
has the role of Christ's 
mother. 


insists on wearing one. It is 
cut Out of a piece of shining 
tin. The missionaries had to 
make the concession’ since 
Lurau and other natives have 
pleaded arguing that on the 
pictures in the missions haloes 
are part of the outfit. 
During the week of the 
Passion Play the man who en- 
acts the character of Christ 
is a model of virtue. When 
the week is over he is—well, 
just like the rest of his tribe. 
The second scene in the 
play presents the penance of 
Mary of Magdala. She is clad 
in a “halakaw,” a simple light 
red native dress. It is red in 
order to symbolize the scarlet 
woman. 
As she stumbles in and 
uotices Christ she falls on 
her Knees veiore him, telling him that she is 
ready to repent. When he sees her he goes to 
her and helps her rise. Then he draws forth a 
snow-white garment which he has hidden in the 
folds of his own flowing coat. ‘this garment he 
hands to her with his blessing. She takes it 
thankfully, disappears behind a bread fruit tree 
and pucs it on instead of the red one. 

The scene closes with the appearance and dis- 
appearance of the now snow-white attired Mag- 
dalene whose sins ate supposedly gone. Each 
year this part is played by a different native. 

The scene of the Last Supper is entirely differ- 
ent from any of the pictures of the event drawn 
by the artists. In fact, no attempt is made either 
to follow pictures or scriptural descriptions. The 
natives have it arranged in accord with native 
traditions. 

Not even a table is provided. The “table” is 
“set’’ on the ground. The tablecloth is made ef 
woven banana leaves. A copious quantity of 
bread fruit, bananas, cocoanuts and other. native 
fruits soon appear on the improvised “table.” 

Those who take part seat themselves Oriental] 
fashion, limbs crossed, on the floor, and eat in 
silence. Each consumes as much as he can in 
five minutes. After the five minutes of diligent 
“jawing’ are over the first word is uttered. 

When the meal is over the remains are quickly 
thrown into the river, which carries them away 
as fast as it can. Then comes the washing of the 
apostles’ feet. Lurau wades in the brook, taking 
care not to get his clothes wet. 

He seats himself on a rock and one by one the 
apostles come to him. He applies soap and then 
rubs their feet with a brush made of cocoanut 
hair. No European feet would probably stand 
the scrubbing the natives receive. 

The most realistjc scene is the one in which 
Christ heals the sick and lame. During this 
scene real lepers are pressed into service. In the 
beginning these parts, too, were given to healthy 
natives. But soon the missionaries were im- 
plored to allow the lame and the sick and the 
lepers to take these parts. The natives seeing 
the figure of Christ “healing,” figured out that if 
he could heal the lame and the sick who did not 
need it at-all, he surely had the power to heal 
those who were really in need of his healing 
powers, 

Lepers were the first to appeal to the mission- 
aries for permission to take part in the Passion 
Play. A few who could be trusted not to come in 
contact with their fellows were allowed to take 
the parts of lepers. 

They were so impressed with the play that they 
forgot their friend Lurau was portraying the part 
of Christ. They insisted they felt better as he 
touched them. In the course of the year they 
declared, each and all, they were much better. 
Since then the’ missionaries have been obliged 
to allow lepers to take part in the play. There 
are so many of them that at each performance 
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Kiuth Ingalls, the cast-away white girt, who 
takes the part of the Holy Mother. 


another group is allowed to appear. 

The missionaries say that since real lepers 
take part in the play the mortality from leprosy 
has diminished considerably and that many cures 
have been effected among those who take part 
ir the play. After the performances, however, 
Lurau has to undergo fumigation as a preventive 
measure. 

One of the interesting personalities in the Pas- 
sion Play is Judas. The missionaries have tried 
from the beginning to impress upon the natives 
the good and bad characters of the play. To do 
this effectively notorious criminals and’ bad char- 
acters were placed in charge of the part. 

In fact, those portraying the character have 
been trying to live up to it. Not less than six 
Judas tried to run away with the 30 pieces of 
silver, Mexican dollars in this case. In order to 
do away with temptation the missivnaries sub- 
stituted pieces of glass for the coin, 

Four years ago the part of Judas was played by 
John Bascard, son of an Australian merchant. 
Bascard had been in prison for robbing a pear] 
diver. This temporary thespian made a peculiar 
use of the temporary freedom secured for him 
by the missionaries. é; 

While all were at the Passion Play and the 
mission house was unguarded, he broke into the 
place, stole everything that seemed worth taking, 
and, in the company of the one who portrayed 
Marie of Magdala, jumped into a boat, rowed toa 
small steamboat, threw the watchman into the 
water and went away to a different island. Mean-

while the play could not be continued that night, 
as two important characters were missing. 

The part of Pontius Pilate has been played for 
the past 20 years by a nave chieftain, Rauga by 
name.

The missionary ana the French soldier are the 
most exalted personalities in the native’s esti- 
mate. He can imagine no more important per- 
sonalities. He figures out that a powerful po- 
tentate must be one who combines the French 
soldier and the missionary. This is why Pilate 
wears the coat of the soldier and the hat of the 
missionary. The childish imagination of the na- 
tive can only grasp the power of Pilate by the 
above-mentioned combination. , 

The black brother who portrays the character 
of John the Baptist must satisfy himself with a 
less impressive outfit. He wears a coat and, of 
course, the high hat, for he, too, ike the mis- 
sionaties, baptizes. The native really looks as if 
he lives on locusts and wild honey. As for his 
native attire, it consists, in additon to the coat 
and high hat, of a girdle. 

Ruth Ingalls, who has portrayed the mother of 
Christ for the past three years, is partly white. 
Her origin is not known. She is fine in figure 
and ladylire in manner. She is 25 years old, 
about fifteen years younger than Lurau, whose 
mother she is in the play. She acts well. She 
was first seen on the island when she was 10 
years old, having drifted ashore with the wreck- 
age of a vessel that had met disaster at sea. 
She is the favorite of the mission houses. She 
has received a careful education in the schools of 
the missions. 

Her portrayal of Mary, mother of Christ, is sim- 
ple, but there is finish to it. In fact, hers is the 
only playing in the entire company which come@ 
near enough to be called art, or at least acting.

For of all the fire-fighting brigades in the 
world, that maintained by this Government is the 
largest, the quaintest and the most hedged about 
with that air of romance and adventure that 
makes it- attractive. The fire station is a log 
cabin high up in some mountain range. The 
frveman is the graduate cowboy turned ranger, 
and his equinment is a mustang pony, an ax and 
a shovel. The fire stations are to be encountered 
once in 40 miles and the force at a given station 
is one ranger. 

Yet with this sort of an arrangement there is 
an area covered amounting in all to 168,000,000 
acres and extending from .dexico to Alaska. To 
cover it there are is01 men, rangers, assistant 
rangers and guards. Henry S. Graves, chief of 
the Forest Service at Washington, is also chief 
of the big fire department. . 

The firemen are grizzled sons of the West, 
adapted to a new service and bringing to it the 
daring and courage and resourcefulness that have 
been parts of their past lives and setting these to 
battle for a day or a week or a month with a 
flame creeping up a canyon in the wilds that 
happen to be -under their protection, 

Though he has other duties than those of 
guarding against and fighting fire, the chief aim 
of the ranger curing the past two months has 
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been to take care of the 
fire menace, 

“ach morning as he sad- 
dled his mustang he has 
sniffed the mountain air 
for any trace of smoke. He 
has ridden to the summit of 
some nearby peak and looked 
out over his domain to see 
if there was the spiral of smoke 
to be seen that summoned him 
to the fray. On’ his continual 
ridings of the forests he has 
taken care that all the regula- 
tions had been observed that lock’ 
to the prevention of fire, and now, 
being prepared, he has but to meet 
emergencies. 

Perhars he sees the pillar of 
smoke that is the cry of alarm that, && 
calls him to action. His role is, however,, quite 
different from that enacted by the fireman as 
the world knows him. There is nothing of the 
clanging bell; nothing of the mad rush through 
crowded streets and the applause of the multi- 
tude. 

The fight for him is a matter of days or weeks. 
He mounts his faithful pony and puts a pack on 
the old bell mare. In this pack are axes and 
shovels, but above all, the provisions for the long

siege. He goes to a task that is unknown, but 
goes prepared for any emergency. 

In the completed organization as it now exists 
he is connected by telephone with his neighbor 
rangers, and if the task looks to be beyond his 
power to handle, he calls in reinforcements, but 
he likes a single-handed fight and resorts to this 
method only when hard pressed. To make co- 
operation possible, however, something like 5000 
miles of telephone lines have ‘been built during 


/the past vear. 


It is well to remember that the area covered by 
this fire-fighting brigade is as great as six states 
like Pennsylvania, 12 like West Virginia or 50 like 
Connecticut. Their extent is so great that al 

manner of\conditions are to be met.

is for the quick work of stopping the 

fire when it is first started that he is maintained, 

and upon him depends losses of such size that 

many men at the helm of great énterprises 
would quail at assuming them. 

During the past year the leekout post has 
grown in importance in the ranger work. There 
are dozens of points in the Rockies where a lone 
ranger maintains his post throughout the season 
ot fire danger, scans faithfully the thousands of 
square. miles of timber land that lle all about him 
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whether or not one man will be able to handle 
it. His judgment must be sure and quick, for 
if he battles alone and fails the fire has so many 
more hours the start of the increased force. 
And if he leaves it and runs for help when it 
might have been possible to stamp it out alone, 
he still gives it hours of unrestraint in which 
to gather force, 

The small battle of one man against an incipi- 
ent fire is usually more intense than that of many 
men against a larger fire, but less spectacular. 
He fights it back inch by inch, or it drives him 
back. He retreats doggedly and only when shown 
that his task is beyond the power of a single man. 
Then the reinforcements are called in and the 
fight begins on a larger scale. 

A fire that creeps along the ground may be 
beaten back with pine boughs or fresh dirt may 
be shoveled along the advance guard. The at- 
tack must be systematized and the whole advance 
line turned back or the victory is only tempo- 
rary. When the flames are raging in the tall 
timber a lane must be made through it at some 
point ahead and the fire turned back. 

The ranger, knowing the forest under his care, 
will select some point of vantage ahead of the 
flames. A road bisecting a forest may offer a

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starting point for the fight, as may a stream or 
tongue of swamp. If these are not present, he 
will select a thin place in the forest and run a 
lane tarough. On the side of this toward the fire 
dirt is piled with the shovels, and sometimes 
dynamite is placed in the ground and great quan- 
tities of the damp earth are hurled toward the 
fire. This is a more efficient enemy to the fire 


and more easily procured than even water. 


In this way as wide an area as possible is made 


between the advancing flames and the inflam- 


mable timber beyond the lane. Then finally the 
lust resort is used. Beginning on the side toward 
the flames, back firing is resorted to. The growth 
is ignited and the fire creeps back slowly against 
the wind, constantly widening the breach, yet 
not burning with sufficient heat to leap to the 
woods beyond as the onrushing flames wowuiu do 
if the fire were allowed to rush headlong upon it. 

The methods of combat are many and varied, 
and each individual] ranger must meet the prob- 
lems that are presented to him when they come. 
That the results are satisfactory is shown by 
the fact that the fires in the national forests 


have decreased every year since they were taken 
over, until now, in the face of destruction that is 


almest beyond computation on the outside, there 
is almost no loss within their confines, 

Yet fighting the fires is not the chief means of 
preventing thai loss. The*care of the forests is 
of first importance. In the matter of disposing of 
the brush from felled timber alone there is a long 
advance made towards the solution of the prob- 
lem. When this dry brush is allowed to lie where 
it falls, it is,a constant firetrap and an augmenter 
of any small fire that may break out. 

The extinguishing of incipient fires is probably 
of next importance, Jn the history of bad forest 
fires it has in most cases been shown that these 
smoldered for days and weeks.

The picture proves the vital relation of art to 
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as bereavement is universal. . 

Other notable new pictures at the Museum are 
“Mother and Child,’. by Neuhuys, and “The 
Loch,” by Schofield. 

The acquisition of these and other paintings 
is helping to keep St. Louis in the lead in the 
purchase of public art collections from the pub- 
lic purse. 

For a quarter of a century the St. Louis Mu- 


seum of Fine Arts, under the directorship of Prof. 


Halsey C. Ives and the presidencies of James E. 
Yeatman, Joseph G. Chapman, John F. Davis,

Landscapes by James ©. Nicoll, W. Elmer 
3chofield and J. E. Bundy are representative of 
the versatile American school; straightforward 
and truthful pictures in which the painter helps 
us to see what he sees in nature. 

Another purchase regarded as important from 
the historical standpoint and for the national 
standing of the City Art Museum, is the big, 
richly-colored, popular picture, “Sheep Shear- 
ing in the Bavarian Highlands,”’ by the late 
Walter Shirlaw, best known to the general 
public for his mura] paintings in the library of 
Congress, at Washington. 

These purchases have been supplemented by 
gifts to the city of paintings, statues and valua- 
ble objects, by public-spirited citizens and by 
patriotic artists of the country, and further ad- 


ditions are under consideration by the Board of 


Control. 

With these new acquisitions added to the 
treasures gathered together by Prof. Ives dur- 
ing 30 active.years, with the fine paintings al- 
ready belonging to the American Art. Acquisi- 
tion Endowment founded by .Mr. Bixby, with 
the recently-added Medill bequest pictures, the 
Leighton collection and other loan exhibits, 
which it is hoped are Jong to remain in the 
galleries, and with the constantly-growing in- 
terest taken by the public of the city, St. Louis’ 
City Art Museum looks to the future. 
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
